Richard Bachhuber, a Dist. 214 


Board of Education member, who has 
participated in nearly a dozen com- 
mencements, recalls the year he was 
handing the diplomas to the students 
and one gave him a handful of cat- 
sup in return. 


"He had one of those small contain- 


ers that you get In a restaurant and he 
had it cut open," Bachhuber recalls. 
"When sve shook hands, it squeezed 
out all over."

I got a 
letter of apology later, but nobody 
really knew about it at the time ex- 
cept me and him."

At Wheeling High School ceremo- 


nies Tuesday, the orchestra apparent- 
ly got its signals crossed, said Bach- 
huber, and everybody wound up sing- 
ing the National Anthem a cappella.

Bachhuber said that frequently stu- 
dents will be so excited about gradu- 
ating that after receiving their diplo- 
mas they will nearly walk off the plat- 
form in a daze, missing the stairs. 


"IT'S ALMOST happened several 


times," he said, "but we kind of guide 
them to the stairs." 


Arthur Artemenko, also of Dist. 214, 


said the heat and the overflow crowd 
created an unexpected problem Tues- 


day at Forest View High School. Cere- 
monies were to be held in the gymna- 
sium, with the speakers and presenta- 
tions to be made from the stage. 


Because of the number of people 


who appeared, the theater also was 
utilized. The theater shares the stage 
with the gym, separated by a parti- 
tion which was. opened by officials. 
The podium, however, was facing the 
gym and Principal Jack Martin apolo- 


gized because the backs of the speak- 
ers were facing the audience. 


He then admonished the speakers 


not to scratch while on stage. 


ROBERT CREEK, president of. the 


Dist. 211 Board of Education, has par- 
ticipated in 10 commencements. While 
graduations this year have gone 
smoothly, he can recall "the terror of 
anybody on the stage" or a PA sys- 
tem foul up.

Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said 


Wheeling has been "Santa Clause for 
so many years and we've done a good 
job." 


"WE'VE GIVEN protection and we 


would still do it. But Wheeling isn't 
getting its fair share of the money. 
We're asking for disannexation or a 
more equitable distribution of the 
funds." he said. 


Trustee William Hein said Wheeling 


is "doing more than its fair share." 


"We're willing to give protection to 


thp unincorporated areas but we 
would like to be on our own. Our de- 
partment is growing and we would 
like it to keep growing," he said. 


Hem said fire district trustees were 


holding the July 17 ambulance tax 
referendum because "a certain por- 
tion of your district can't keep up its 
existing ambulance service. You've 
never been approached by the villtge 
of Wheeling," he said. Buffalo Grove 
fire officials have said their ambu- 
lance service will have to be cut with- 
out the ambulance tax. 


SC'ANL'ON SAID the fire district 


board is a "political plum." 


"You've got Republicans on the 


board — there is no way in hell 
Wheeling can come out on top in this 
thing," he said. 


Lemke denied the charge, saying 


fire district trustees are appointed by 
the president of the Cook County 
board.

Pikarsky seeks support of press

M i l t o n Pikarsky, the Regional 


Transportation Authority's embattled 
chairman, went courting Wednesday 
to win editorial support from the sub- 
urban press. 


At a luncheon at the Chicago Yacht 


Club, Pikarsky said he needs the sub- 
urban press "to get the facts before 
the people" in his battle with the four 
suburban RTA directors. 


The subui-ban directors are D. Dan- 


iel Baldino, Evanston; Gene Leonard, 
Oak Forest; Jerry Boose, St. Charles, 
and Richard Newland, Waukegan. 


The four suburban directors have 


threatened to block passage of the 
-1976-77 budget unless Pikarsky re- 
signs his '$72,500 a year post. They 
charge Pikarsky is an inept adminis- 
trator. 


"I PLAN TO GO public, as I am 


now," Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this morning, say they will 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


wa/the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public. By com-

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged 
Wednesday 


with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley. Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major parly leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win in Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley. Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed (or nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support, 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I11., released all 86 'dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley, 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The 
vice presidential 
nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson 
and uncommitted dele- 


gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer-to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support' 
from U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson, 
D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U.S. Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter. 


Humphrey stopped short of endors- 
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City manager vote 
nears in Meadows 


Voters In Rolling Meadows Saturday will be asked to adopt a 


strong city manager form of government and to decide if they want 
to continue electing aldermen by the ward system. The three-part 
referendum is confusing. If voters approve the city manager form 
of government, they will still have a choice on the aldermanic 
makeup. They can continue to elect two aldermen from each of the 
city's five wards, or they can choose to elect one alderman from 
each ward. To add to the confusion, if the voters choose to adapt a 
strong manager system and the aldermanic questions fail to re- 
ceive a majority vote, then residents in April will elect a slate of 
five commissioners at large instead'of aldermen. The initial refer- 
endum plan had one question — should the strong manager sys- 
tem be adopted ~ but political infighting between Mayor Roland J. 
Meyer and the city's aldermen resulted in offering the voters more 
choices — if they can figure them out. 


Salt Creek may drop co-op 


The Salt Creek Park District has threatened to pull out of the 


Northwest Special Recreation Assn. next year unless the Mount 
Prospect Park District is required to pay its entire 1976 assess- 
ment. "It's not fair to our residents. We will not be members of the 
association next year if they (Mount Prospect) do not make up the 
money." Park Pres. Henry Diehl said. A letter criticizing the 
Mount Prospect Park Board's decision to pay only half of the 
$12,000 assessment to the association this year will be sent to the 
Mount Prospect Park Board by the Salt Creek board. "Tell them to 
grow up or get out,' 
1 Park Comr. Pat Grealish said. He added it 


was not fair that Salt Creek pay $1,900 to the association for the 
three persons from its park district that attend association pro- 
grams while Mount Prospect pays $6,000 for 69 people. 


6% pay hike for principals 


Principals in Elk Grove Township Dist, 59 received salary in- 


creases averaging 6 per cent for the 1976-77 school year. The salary 
increases have been approved by the school board on a 6-to-l vote 
with board member Paul Kucharski voting against the increases. 
Kucharski said he voted against the raises "because of the finan- 
cial conditions of the district. Perhaps we ought to put a freeze on 
all administrative salaries for at least six months until we get a 
clearer picture of what our financial picture would be." The top 
salary received by district principals will be $27,000. 


Elgin man found dead 


The body of a 27-year-old Elgin man was found late Tuesday in a 


vacant lot near Elgin. The body of Antonio Cortex, 165 Seneca St., 
Elgin, was found by two youths near Lovell Road and U.S. Rte. 19, 
said Lt. Fred Braun of the Cook County Sheriff's police. The victim 
had apparently been beaten, although police Wednesday were 
awaiting the results of a coroner's report to determine the exact 
cause of death. Braun said Cortez had several puncture wounds on 
his back and arms and bruises, but no other visible signs of injury. 
Police are speculating the murder took place early Monday and 
that the body was lying in the vacant lot for two days. Cortez was 
pronounced dead at Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Elk Grove 
Village.

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Soviets warn Syrians to halt invasion

The Soviet Union Wednesday warn- 


ed Syria to halt its invasion of Leba- 
non and bluntly told the United States 
and France that the Kremlin has its 
own direct interest in the Middle 
East. 


"It Is necessary that all sides in- 


volved in the Lebanese events, in one 
way or another, should immediately 
hold their fire," a formal statement 
distributed by the Tass news agency 
said. 


The statement said a recent French 


offer to send troops to Lebanon and 
the presence of U.S. warships off the 
Lebanese coast meant that the crisis 
"is ceasing to be an internal Lebanese 
matter." 


"The Syrian Arab republic time and 


again made statements saying that 
the mission of the troops it introduced 
into Lebanon is to help stop the blood- 
shed," the statement said. 


"Nevertheless, notice should be 


called to the fact that bloodshed con- 
tinues in Lebanon today and blood 
flows in ever greater streams." 


In Lebanon, meantime, stubborn 


l e f t i s t and Palestinian defenders 
hurled back Syrian tank attacks on 
three fronts. Syria ordered its invasion 
force to cease fire and welcomed the 
help of other Arab troops to stop 
Lebanon's civil war. 


Ragtag leftist-Palestinian defenders 


held their lines against Syrian ar- 
mored might and vowed to oppose the 
Syrian advance until "not a man has 
been left alive to fight." 


Iraq meantime ordered its army to 


the Syrian border in an attempt to 
create a second front to divert Syrian 
invaders from Lebanon and called up 
Iraqi college students previously ex- 
empt from the draft to report to the 
armed forces in 48 hours. 


A Syrian spokesman said orders 


had been given to its troops to stop 
their advance and hold their fire, but 
accused Palestinian guerrillas of re- 
fusing to observe a cease-fire and of 
continuing to attack pro-Syrian units. 


Syrian President Hafez Assad met a 


delegation from the Arab League, 
which voted in Cairo at dawn Wednes- 
day to send an Arab force of 4,500 
troops from five nations to replace the 
Syrian army troops. Afterward, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said Syria wel- 
comed "any Arab aid which will as- 
sist us to restore security in Lebanon 
and save the Palestine revolution." 


The Syrian spokesman also said 


contingents of Libyan and Algerian 


troops would arrive shortly in Damas- 
cus to join Syrian army units now 
in Lebanon. Diplomats said Syria's 
acceptance of Libyan and Algerian 
troops could be an effort to sidetrack 
the Arab League plan of a five-nation 
Arab force. 


Iraq, whose ruling Ba'ath party has 


long been at odds with Syria's Ba'ath 
party, ordered its army "toward the 
Syrian front in order to take their po- 
sitions in the Arab arena and perform 
their national duty," the Middle East 
News Agency reported from Baghdad. 


The threats, counter-threats and 


maneuverings came during another 
day of heavy shelling across fronth'nes 
near Beirut, Sidon and Tripoli but in 
which the Syrian invasion force made 
no further move to smash through 
1 e f t i s t-Palestinian defenses which 
have held under two waves of tank 
attacks. 


In Beirut, a barrage of artillery fire 


between Christian rightists and Mos- 
lem leftists and between rival Palesti- 
nian groups turned the capital into "a 
living hell" of shellfire, making every 
street and open space a potential 
death trap. 


Three shells ripped a nurses' dor- 


mitory at the American University 
hospital killing the building's porter 


and slightly injuring one nurse. U.S. 
Ambassador Francis, Meloy visited 
the scene and said he was "aghast" 
at the damage to the hospital, which 
has treated thousands of wounded 
throughout the 14-month civil war. 


UPI correspondent Michael Ross 


toured Bhamdoun, 12 miles east of 
Beirut where Syrian tanks and troops 
were stopped again by leftist defend- 
ers, many of them teen-agers. Ross 
reported that the Syrians were still 
between the towns of Sofar and 
Bhamdoun, trapped in the rugged 
peaks of Mount Lebanon and were 
digging in defensive positions, appar- 
ently for a long stay. 


Ross said Syrian tanks continued to 


shell the town from dug-in positions 
several hundred yards east of Bham- 
doun but were making no new at- 
tempt to advance through it, which 
they must do to enter Beirut from the 
East. 


Ross said leftist-Palestinian forces 


'defending the town were laying mines 
along the highway — the only road to 
Beirut. 


"The leftists morale is high," Ross 


reported. "They are walking around 
like heroes — each one thinking he 
has beaten the Syrian army single- 
handed."

Ford predicts he'll be Carter's opposition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford said Wednesday he believes the 
Democrats will pick Jimmy Carter as 
their presidential candidate and that 
Republicans will choose himself as 
their champion because he is more 
"electable" than Ronald Reagan. 


"It looks like Jimmy Carter's going 


to be the nominee," Ford told a news 
conference in the White House Rose 
Garden. 


As to his own nomination fight with 


Reagan, the President said he is con- 
fident he will win. "I'm electable and 
I can help elect more members of the 
House and Senate . . . and the dele- 
gates understand it," he said. 


Ford said the "net result" of Tues- 


day's final primaries — he won Ohio 
and New Jersey and lost California to 
Reagan — was that "we're getting

Report Panama Canal treaty progress 


The United States and Panama announced Wednesday they have 


made "significant progress" in negotiations for a new Panama 
Canal treaty. They promised to continue their efforts to reach a 
settlement "as promptly as possible" but said "differences re- 
main" on important Issues. The joint statement was submitted to 
the Sixth General Assembly of the Organization of American States, 
where Secretary of State Henry Kissinger is meeting with his Latin 
American counterparts. 


Angolans push for death to mercenaries 


Chanting "Death to the CIA!" and "Death to the Assassins!" tens 


of thousands of Angolans streamed into Luanda Wednesday in an 
apparent government-staged outpouring for the execution of 13 
mercenaries. The prosecution has demanded death by firing squad 
for the two Americans, an Argentine national who lived in the 
United States and 10 Britons scheduled to go on trial Friday for 
fighting on the side of two pro-Western factions in Angola's civil 
war. 


Spain nixes Communist party 


Spanish parliament Wednesday overwhelmingly approved the 


first of two government bills legalizing all political parties, except 
the Communists and other revolutionary groups, for the first time 
in 37 years. Although passage was considered a victory for King 
Juan Carlos and his reform-minded government, the Communists 
immediately denounced the legislation and charged the United 
States was behind the Communist ban.

Fifteen Vietnam veterans who locked themselves inside the Stat- 


ue of Liberty for 18 hours to protest cutbacks in GI benefits were 
arrested Wednesday by National Park police. The demonstrators, 
members of Vietnam Veterans Against the War, were taken from 
Liberty Island to Manhattan by boat, where, singing and chanting, 
they were driven away in a police wagon for arraignment in Feder- 
al Court. News that the protest was over sent hundreds of sight- 
seers surging into line at Battery Park for boat tickets to the Statue 
of Liberty and nearby Ellis Island,

Karen Ann Qulnlan was transferred Wednesday night from the 


hospital where she has been kept alive for more than a year to a 
county-run nursing home. Karen was taken in a Jefferson Township 
ambulance from St. Clare's Hospital in Denville to the Morris View 
Nursing Home accompanied by a police escort and family attor- 
neys Paul Armstrong and James Crowley. There did not appear to 
be a respirator or other life support systems connected to the 22- 
year-old comatose woman. 


Ray wants 2 more lawyers dismissed 


James Earl Ray, confessed assassin of Dr. Martin Luther King 


Jr., has asked the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals to approve 
dismissal of two more lawyers. Attorney Robert Livingston said he 
received Wednesday a copy of a letter Ray mailed to the Cincinnati 
court asking that he and James Lesar of Washington be removed 
from the case.

Confirm chloroform cancer link 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Govern- 


ment scientists Wednesday confirmed 
preliminary reports showing chloro- 
form causes cancer in test animals 
and the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration said drug companies have 
stopped using it in toothpastes and 
cough remedies. 


The National Cancer .Institute re^- 


ported the widely used compound 


caused high rates of liver cancer in 
mice and kidney tumors, most of 
them malignant, hi rats. Lung and 
bladder damage also was seen in the 
laboratory animals given chloroform 
over a year and a half. 


The volatile liquid with a strong 


ether-like odor has been used for dec- 
ades in many patent medicines and in 
the past as an anesthetic. Chloro- 


form's biggest use in the United 
States is in the manufacture of fluor- 
ocarbons for refrigerants and spray 
can propellants and in plastics. 


It is also widely used as an industri- 


al solvent, and by drug companies in 
extracting and purifying antibiotics 
and in making vitamins and flavors.

among treated rats. But 24 per cent of 
the high dose rats had kidney tumors, 
as did 4 to 8 per cent of those given • 
low doses. 


"The findings are considered defini- 


tive for animal studies and serve as a 
warning of possible carcinogenicity 
in humans," the NCI said.

The trustees denied Jaglarski's 


request, saying they will stand by an 
earlier decision not to recognize the 
union and its affiliate, the Assn. of In- 
dependent Municipal Employes. 


JAGLARSKI SAID his union is still 


witling to have an election to deter- 
mine whether the employes want 
union representation. 


"If there's any doubt that we repre- 


sent the majority of employes, we're 
willing to have a representation elec- 
tion. It has to be a mutual agreement, 
though," he said. 


Union officials said more than 90 


per cent of the village's 35 policemen 
are CCPA members and about 80 per- 
cent of the 17 firefighters belong to 
the municipal union. Jaglarski said 
Assn. of Independent Municipal Em- 
ployes also represents "a majority" 
of the clerks and secretaries. 


Jaglarski said tonight's meeting will 


be with members of the municipal 
workers association, including fire- 
fighters, secretaries and public works 
employes. CCPA members will meet 
separately.

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Police turning on to CB radios in attempt to save lives 


by LINDA PINCH 


Wheeling police Lt. Ronald Nelson 


recalls the time he watched from 
shore as a small boat burned in the 
waters off a Florida coast. 


Nelson, a Citizens' Band radio oper- 


ator, was able to call for help from a 
unit In his car. The incident convinced 
him of the lifesaving potential of the 
Citizens' Band radio. 


"There, wasn't anyone around and 


we were miles from a telephone. If I 


hadn't had the radio, I would have 
been able to do absolutely nothing," 
he said. 


NELSON'S EXPERIENCE with CB 


radios is being used in a new Wheel- 
ing Police Dept, program to cut re- 
sponse time in emergency situations, 
such as automobile accidents. Police 
officers monitor channel 9, the emer- 
gency CB channel, 24-hours a day 
from a base station in the radio room. 


"During the first 10 days we were in 


operation, we received about 30 calls 
from citizens. None of them amounted 
to a great deal — accidents without 
serious injuries or car breakdowns- 
but it could have made a difference in 
a life or death situation," he said. 


Nelson said a recent incident in- 


volved a woman reporting a car 
breakdown at Palatine and 
Wolf 


roads. 


"Our officer heard it on the radio 


and immediately picked up a phone 


Village traffic survey due Friday 


and called Cook County police. It's 
amazing the information that's passed 
around — references to traffic condi- 
tions the officer on the beat is not 
aware of," he said. 


NELSON SAID monitoring a CB ra- 


dio at the police station cuts out "the 
middleman." 


"The fellow on the road can call di- 


rect from the scene and we can ques- 
tion him directly. We don't have to 
wait for the police officer to arrive 
before dispatching an ambulance," he 
said. 


Statistics indicated that 75 per cent 


of the vehicles on the road will be 
equipped with citizens' band radios by 
1980, Nelson said, noting that the units 


can be used to improve law enforce- 
ment. 


"Right now we're in the planning 


stages of a program that would use 
citizens' band operators as the eyes 
and ears of the police department to 
report thefts or vandahms in prog- 
ress. Our effectiveness in locating 
wanted persons or vehicles would be 
increased many times," he said. 


NELSON SAID the CB operators 


would not be used for enforcement but 
"would report back to us so we can 
place squad cars in strategic loca- 
tions." 


Nelson said the police are currently 


using an early model citizens' band 


radio base station found in a village 
hall storeroom. He said he plans to 
ask the village board to provide por- 
table CB radios for all police cars. 


Nelson said the radios will not only 


reduce response time to accidents but 
also would increase driver arrests by 
monitoring CB reports of erratic driv- 
ing and defective vehicles. He said 
the radios also can be used to estab- 
lish better police-community rela- 
tions 


"If used properly, the system could 


develop to the point where citizens 
will be able to talk directly to a squad 
car on a one-to-one basis. That's a re- 
source we never dreamed could be- 
come a reality," he said. 


The results of a 
comprehensive 


study of village traffic conditions will 
be available Friday, Wheeling Police 
Chief M.O. Horcher said Wednesday. 


Horcher said he will meet with offi- 


cials of the Northwestern Traffic In- 
stitute Friday morning to discuss the 
study. 


Vandenveel seeks citizens 
to form unit district panel

An Elk Grove Village trustee is at- 


tempting to form a group of citizens 
to get answers to educational ques- 
tions on the unit school district issue. 


Trustee Nanci Vanderweel said 


Wednesday she is contacting about 25 
people she believes share her con- 
cerns about the effect the formation 
of an Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 unit 
district would have on existing educa- 
tional programs. 


She said she wants "concrete an- 


swers" from proponents of the unit 
district that "we won't lose any pro- 
grams" by forming the proposed dis- 
trict. 


MRS. VANDERWEEL said she has 


heard about possible financial benefits 
and more local control by forming the 
district, but is concerned some pro- 
grams currently offered through High 
School Dist. 214 might be lost. 


"There are programs being con- 


ducted by 214 I feel are being held 
because of the high school district's 
size." she said. "What will we have 
with the unit district and two high 
schools?" 


The proposed unit district would in- 


clude Forest View and Elk Grove high 
schools in addition to the Dist. 59 
schools. Currently Dist. 5D is one of 
seven elementary districts in Dist. 
214. which has eight nigh schools. 


She said she is concerned about the 


continuing education program and the 
career education curriculum. 


"I'm not saying we will l&ae tnese 


things. These are just my concerns 
and 1 know people in the community 


The 


who share my concerns." 


"THERE IS NO SENSE to change 


jus 
f to change," she said. "The onus 


is on them (unit district proponents) 
to prove there will be benefits from 
the change." 


She said she also wants to see "in 


black and white" the potential finan- 
cial benefits of a unit district. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said after the 


group members meet to discussitheir 
mutual concerns, she wants to hold a 
meeting with "those who classify 
themselves as experts on the unit dis- 
trict" to get answers to their ques- 
tions. 


She said she does not plan to ask 


unit district opponents to attend the" 
meeting, but would plan to hold a sec- 
ond meeting if questions were raised 
that needed to be answered by the 
high school district. 


She said if "answers are not avail- 


able" she hopes the group would form 
the "nucleus" to act against the unit 
district movement. 


Mrs. Vanderweel plans to hold the 


organizational meeting of the group at 
7:30 p.m. June 24 at Elk Grove High 
School. She said a date would be set 
at that time to meet with the unit dis- 
trict proponents.

"They're in the last stages of put- 


ting it together right now,"he said. 


The study, originally scheduled for 


completion in May, will pinpoint high 
traffic accident areas in the village 
and make recommendations on en- 
forcement. It will bring additional 
traffic control information to the vil- 
lage. 


The study group consists of police 


officers enrolled in courses at the in- 
stitute and is headed by instructor 
Richard Stephens. 


Horcher said the current study will 


not discuss the engineering of streets 
to prevent accidents, but will focus on 
"where the greatest losses (due to 
traffic accidents) are and why." He 
said he is pleased that the village plan 
commission is considering an engi- 
neering study of village traffic pat- 
terns. 


"I hope they stay with it," he said. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS are review- 


ing a proposal by Paul Box and Asso- 
ciates, a consulting firm, to "study 
the future of hhe major thorough- 
fares" to avert traffic congestion 
problems. Estimated cost of the study 
is $12,000.

Representatives of the consulting 


agency said the cost of the study 
would be about $1,000 because federal 
and state grants are available for 
such projects. 


State statistics released last month 


show that 70 per cent of all village 
accidents occur along Dundee Road. 
The state blames the myriad of side 
streets, entrances and exits from busi- 
nesses along Dundee ,for many of the 
traffic problems. 


Special ed district OKs 
facilities for handicapped 


Plans to assess Lake County schools 


for the costs of building classrooms to 
educate special education students 
were tabled Wednesday by the board 
of the Special Education District of 
Lake County. The facilities, however, 
will be constructed. 


Special education district officials 


have proposed a $1.2 million construc- 
tion proiect to build classrooms for 
physically handicapped and hearing 
impaired students. 


The governing board tabled a pro- 


posal to raise $450,000 of the money by 
having each of the 41-member dis- 
tricts assess itself 2 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation out of its building 
fund for one year so the two facilities 
could be built. 


S e v e r a l board members said 


Wednesday their local districts were 
financially burdened and had to cut 
back their programs. 


THE SPECIAL EDUCATION Dis- 


trict has $700,000 left over from con- 
struction of Laremont School in Gages 
Lake and the board voted unani- 
mously to start construction of the fa- 
cilities with the money on hand and to 
seek the remainder of the money 
from the state of Illinois, 


The state is being sued by the Spe- 


cial Education District of Lake County 
for money withheld from the district 
by the bovernor's school aid vetos. 


District officials say the state owes 


the district $700,000 from money with- 
held for the past two years. 


The physically handicapped 
stu- 


dents are currently taught in mobile 
classrooms at a Mundelein elementa- 
ry school. The hearing impaired stu- 
dents are taught in classrooms pro- 
vided by the 41-member districts 


MUNDELEIN School Dist. 75 board 


member Leroy Wembrenner told the 
board his 7-year-old daughter has im- 
paired hearing and has been in four 
different schools and will be sent to a 
fifth next year. 


"These kids have a communication 


problem to start with and we are 
making them go out and make new 
friends every year. I think we owe it 


to these kids to provide permanent 
space," Weinbrenner said. 


If the state does not come up with 


the remainder of the money, the two- 
cent assessment can be reconsidered, 
or an alternative plan suggested by 
Mundelein Dist. 75 officials could be 
implemented 


Under the Dist 75 proposal, a refer- 


endum would be passed by a local dis- 
trict to build a facility. The building 
would then be leased to the special 
education district, spreading payment 
of the cost of the building over several 
years.

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County health official 
says 


Swine flu shot program 
needs 'good organizer' 


TENNIS 
TEST # 1 


Northwest suburban officials should 


put someone in charge of planning the 
swine flu vaccination program and 
start looking for buildings with large 
parking lots, a county official said 
Wednesday. 


Dr. Collette Rasmussen, chief of 


preventive medicine for the county, 
told members of the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference the swine flu vac- 
cination clinic will be run in the North 
and Northwest suburbs from Sept. 10 
to 14 at sites to be selected from those 
proposed by each municipality. 


Rasmussen said the county health 


department will select a site based on 
if it can accommodate a clinic to in- 
oculate up to 15,000 persons a day. 


"It would behoove each of you to 


put somebody in charge of this who is 
a good organizer. I can teach some- 
one to do the inoculation in a few min- 
utes, but to run a clinic that will in- 
oculate 15,000 people will take me sev- 
eral hours," she said. 


RASMUSSEN SAID the clinic will 


be run from at least 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
and the technicians will, use high-pow- 
ered inoculation guns capable of giv- 
ing vaccinations every six seconds. 
She said location of the clinic will be 
limited by buildings that are avail- 
able. 


"For example, if you have a build- 


ing, no matter how large, that has 
only two exits on the same wall, no 
matter how far apart they are, you 
just can't run a clinic there," she said. 


She said she has considered setting 


up portable buildings or running clin- 
ics on a drive-up basis with people ne- 
ver leaving their cars, but said "that 
just won't work." 


"We'll have to use what we have," 


she said. 


RASMUSSEN CAUTIONED the offi- 


cials against selecting shopping cen- 
ters or other busy areas for the clin- 
ics, she said. 


"When you are looking at sites, and 


look at the parking, it has to be avail- 
able parking. Don't give me a site 
with 2,000 spaces that has 1,800 cars 
parked there all the time," she said. 


In other action, the municipal con- 


ference board, made up of mayors 
and village managers from the area, 
unanimously adopted a resolution op- 
posing the proposed $3-a-month Cook 
County employe head tax. 


Charles Zettek, Elk Grove Village 


president said the tax "is the worst 
thing that can happen." 


"Cook County should take responsi- 


bility for its own financial problems. 
What we're beginning to see is that 
we're going to support Chicago and 
Cook County and it's getting bolder all 
the time," Zettek said.

Lindberg told

Monday that he would not make 
any substantive comment on the 
plan before today. 


We always have a degree of 


apprehension about secret plans 
to solve major crises. Lindberg 
has refused to rule out the possi- 
bility he will recommend new 
taxes, though he did say the plan 
probably would not call for new 
taxes. 


The time has come for politi-

Two Rolling Meadows alder- 


men and Police Chief Lewis 
Case are quibbling over the 
city's $2.000 expenditure equip- 
ping a special tactical police 
unit. 


A police department SWAT 


team is needed. Case says, "to 
control situations where crimi- 
nals are heavily armed." Roll- 
ing Meadows policemen were 
the first in the Northwest sub- 
urbs to be trained in SWAT unit 
techniques at a special FBI 
school in Washington and on- 
going training will include use of 
semi-automatic weaponry and 
other tactical training. As part 
of the program, Rolling Mead- 
ows Tuesday received an ar- 
mored truck donated by Purola- 


tor Corp. to use for transporting 
men and equipment.

"When will we ever use 
them?" asked Aid. William Ah- 
rens, 2nd.

At the same time, 
money for special outfits prob- 
ably is unnecessary. 


We believe Case should con- 


sider discussing the SWAT pro- 
gram and its application to this 
region with other Northwest sub- 
urban police departments before 
becoming 'heavily committed in 
Rolling Meadows. We suspect 
that if there is a potential need 
for such a specialized task force 
in Rolling Meadows, then there 
also is a potential need in other 
area municipalities. 


But a 'half dozen armored 


trucks in this area obviously 
aren't needed, and neither are 
dozens of policemen dressed in 
military uniforms and waiting 
for a shootout. Perhaps through 
a joint effort a small force could 
be developed to meet the poten- 
tial need of the entire area.

tally dissolved." Thomas Jefferson 
noted that New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland 
and South Carolina were foot-drag- 
ging on independence.

Former Rolling Meadows 
manager supports change 


As a former resident and city manager of Rolling 


Meadows, I urge the citizens to sincerely consider 
and go to the polls to express their opinion about a 
strong city manager so that the mayor and council 
will know without doubt what the citizenry feels. 


I am a firm believer in the city manager form of 


government and highly recommend that you vote 
your approval of it for Rolling Meadows. It is impos- 
sible for any manager to sit in on the daily problems 
that arise and, having a first hand view of the prob- 
lems, be without the authority to take necessary ac- 
tion to handle or correct while remaining the one 
person held'responsible. 


It is also impossible for a manager to effectively 


control and direct department heads over whom he 
has little authority since they, under the present set 
up, receive their appointment and dismissal from the 
mayor with the consent of the council. 


It is also impossible for a part-time mayor and 


council to effectively perform administrative duties 
in addition to the required legislative and policy mak- 
ing duties imposed upon them by state statute while 
still devoting the necessary time to their full time 
jobs and families. 
. I believe the City of Rolling Meadows can justify a 
council of 10 aldermen in order to effectively main- 
tain the representation of the electorate. Four coun- 
cilmen elected at large could be, theoretically, elect- 
ed from next-door neighbors within one city block. 
This obviously would create an imbalance in repre- 
sentation. 


IT IS ALSO my opinion that even with a council of 


10 aldermen, the administration of various depart- 
ments by committees should be discontinued upon 
passage of the strong manager form of government. 
The council could then greatly reduce its work load 
and meetings. A reduction in the compensation of 
the mayor and aldermen would then be justified. 


A look at the majority of the surrounding commu- 


nities will show you that the strong manager form of 
government can be more efficient, effective and stay 
divorced from political influence. 


Rolling Meadows has made great advances during 


its short lifetime and, with the proper interest and 
guidance, can go on to becoming one of the finest 
communities in the state. I recommend the adoption 
of the strong manager and retention of 10 aldermen, 
2 from each ward, for full representation.

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MSD given extra bonding power 


The Senate Wednesday passed and 


sent to the governor a bill giving the' 
Metropolitan Sanitary District an ad- 
ditional $420 million in bondng au- 
thority without referendum. 


The measure passed by a vote of 42- 


4 with four senators voting present. 


The bill would allow the district, 


which includes nearly all of Cook 
County to increase its bonding from 
$380 million to 3 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation in the district. 


Sen. Frank Savickas. D-Chicago, 


sponsor of the bill, said the measure 
would allow the district to increase its 
total bonded indebtedness to $800 mil- 
lion. 


Savickas said the distnct is now 


taxing at Its maximum rate and has 
obligated the $380 million on bonds for 
sewer, flood control, and land rec- 
lamation projects. 


The additional authorization. Sav- 


tcka said, is needed to qualify for 
matching federal grants for pollution 
abatement which would otherwise be 
distributed to other states. 


The bill would also allow the district 


to begin Its "deep tunnel" sewer con- 
struction project. Under the S3 billion 
proposal, the district would have 
enough overflow storage capacity to 
handle large volumes of storm water. 
With the extra storage capacity, back- 
ups of rasv sewage into Lake Mich- 
Igtn and flooding of basements could 
he prevented. 


During House debate on the bill last 


month, several Republicans said the 
bill would add $20 a year in property 
tax on each $10,000 home In the dis- 


trict. 


Savickas said there would be an in- 


itial increase in property taxes, but he 
said it would "depend on how many 
bonds are let go at one time while 
others are retired."

Several suburban Senate Republi- 


cans said Wednesday they favored the 
bill because much of the money 
would be used for sewer treatment 
and to meet federal environmental 
standards in suburban Cook County 
cities. 


Ozone alert continues 


Illinois' first ozone yellow alert of 


the season remained m effect Wednes- 
day and will continue until there is a 
change in the hot, clear weather. 


The Illinois Environmental Protec- 


tion Agency said the alert covered the 
southern two-thirds of Chicago and 
southern two-thirds of Chicago and 
the northern half of Madison County, 
which includes Alton. 


Time to balance budget? 


Gov. Daniel Walker's budget direc- 


tor said Wednesday he feels the legisl- 
ature still has "a lot of time left" in 
the spring session to balance next 
year's budget. 


Director Leonard Schaeffer said he 


does not feel a House vote last week 
to kill Walker's tax acceleration plan 
necessarily means the final budget 
will be badly out of balance. 


New School-aid policy 


The 
Illinois House Wednesday 


passed a bill that would change the 
school aid formula to benefit unit 
school districts, including Chicago's. 


Over-all, the if the school aid for- 


mula is fully funded next year, the 
measure would add nearly $103 mil- 
lion to the amount called for under 
the current formula. 


Breakdowns of that amount show 


that Chicago and other unit school dis- 
tricts would gain the most and that 
dual districts would gain the least. 
The bill's sponsor, Rep. Aaron Jaffe, 
D-Skokie, said the bill would provide 
$28 million for Chicago, $22.3 million 
for suburbs in the six Chicago-area 
counties and $52 million for down- 
state. 


The new formula also would change 


distribution patterns for the more 
than $1 bilMon in state aid called for 
in Gov. Daniel Walker's budget. 


It is unlikely, however, that the for- 


mula will be fully funded next fiscal 
year' and, if it is not, the Increases 
would be proportiontely smaller. 


i 
Opponents charged that if the school 


aid funding cut is deep enough, 
Jaffe's measure could actually cut 
funding for many elementary districts 
and high school districts below the 
levels called for in the current for- 
mula, leaving high school districts as 
the only "winners." 


As it passed, the bill would: 
• Permit districts to exceed the 


current maximum operating tax rates 
without losing state aid as a result 


Lawmakers from some healthy sub- 


urban districts said they wanted that 
provision so badly they were willing 
to accept the other changes to get it. 


• Allow districts to calculate their 


enrollment level by averaging the 
past three years, rather than simply 
using last year's. 


• Permit districts to use their 


transportation tax rate as part of the 
"local taxing effort" required to qual- 
ify for maximum state aid. 


• Lower the operating tax rate 


needed for unit districts to get the 
maximum amount of aid. That provi- 
sion would help all unit districts.

star defenseman's attorney, Alan 
Eagleson, accompanied by Chicago 
General Manager Tommy Ivan. 


Eagleson said much of what Orr 


will actually receive, and which play- 
ers the Boston Bruins — with whom 
Orr starred with for 10 years — will 
receive as compensation from the 
Hawks will depend on the outcome of 
the player's knee examination. 


He said. the results- of the exam 


were expected by Friday. 


"We are committed to Orr as far as 


the figures are concerned," Ivan said. 
"We are taking a. chance on Orr 
whether he plays or not. 


"We are obligated under certin-con- 


ditions and we will only know the 
names of the players going to the 
Bruins when we find but how many 
games Orr can play with us. 


"Of course, the names of the play- 


ers haven't been determined," Ivan 
said.

"W,e have gambled oh Orr playing. 


If,he can't play, we lose. We will still 
6e obliged to pay Orr some money 
and we still have to give com- 
pensation to Boston." 


Eagleson said Orr had signed an 


agreement with the-Hawks but the le- 
gal wording of the actual contract had 
yet to be worked out. 


Boston Bruins President Paul A. 


Mooney said the Bruins were sorry to 
lose Orr, the most decorated player in 
NHL history. 


"We are sorry to lose the services 


of Orr. We wanted to keep him but we 
were outbid for his services by Chi- 
cago," Mooney said. 


Eagleson earlier had singled out the 


Hawks as the most likely winners in 
the contest for Orr after ruling out a 
late bid from the St. Louis Blues. The- 
6nly alternative'to the Hawks, Eagle- 
son said, would be possible retirement 
from hcokey, either for a year or per- 
manently. 


The Hawks gained a large edge, in 


the bargaining when owner William 
Wirtz said last week Chicago wanted 
Orr "no matter what the cost." 


Orr's 10-year career with Boston 


was outstanding. He won .an NHL 
record 16 individual awards, including 
e i g h t J a m e s Norris Memorial 
Trophies as the top defenseman in the 
league. He,was named most valuable 
player three times and is the only 
NHL defenseman ever to win a scor- 
ing championship.

Sunday, June 6, played before 9,635,209 fans, a 13 per cent jump 
over a comparable period last year for home playing dates. 


The major league attendance record of 30,109,926 was set in 1973. 


Crowds have hit the 30 million mark the last three years. 


Seventeen clubs, Including the White Sox, announced attendance 


increases. 
' The Sox reported a jump at the gate of more than 100,000, while 
Boston made the Increase. The Red Sox through June 6 had drawn 
619,802 people, a jump of 244,767 over last year. 


The Yankees, Phillies, Reds, Braves and Royals all reported 


attendance jumps of more than 100,000. 


Los Angeles, despite being one of seven clubs who suffered at- 


tendance drops this year, leads the major leagues with 917,094 for 
its first 26 home dates.

An occupied house a safe house? 


68-yr.-old entrepreneur thinks so, and at $15 a day she proves it 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Patience E. Hersey doesn't like 


empty houses. She thinks they are 
an invitation to burglars, 


Claiming the title of the nation's 


first 
professional 
house sitter, 


Mrs. Hersey is doing her' best to 
see that there is a person in every 
house, even when the owners are 
on vacation. 


"There is a real need for unoc- 


cupied homes to be occupied," 
said .Mrs. Hersey, a retired Mich- 
igan businesswoman and head of 
the newly formed International 
House Sitters Assn. 


"WE GIVE THE client all the 


protection they need without being 
police," she said. "We're not po- 
lice. We just live in, and that's all 
the protection you need." 


Mrs. Hersey said house sitters 


traditionally 
have 
been 
older 


people who "live in" while their 
friends are away from 
home. 


These arrangements have been in- 
formal and sitters are often un- 
derpaid. 


The 68-year-old woman from 


Birmingham, Mich., would like to 
change all of that informality, and 
she thinks the increasing crime 
rate is going to help. 


"The advent of security prob- 


lems faced by homeowners while 
they are away from their homes 
has created a unique opportunity 
for senior citizens to embark on a 
new business venture which will 
not only supplement their in- 
comes, but also provide a much 
n e e d e d s e r v i c e in today's 
society," Mrs. Hersey said. 


MRS. HERSEY GOT started in 


the house sitting business in 1974, 
sitting the houses of friends in two 
posh Detroit suburbs. Today' she 
has 82 clients, 37 sitters atid 
grosses more than $11,000 a year. 


By establishing an agency, Mrs. 


Hersey said she put her house sit- 
ting operation on a professional 
basis. She said it allows her to 
train her sitters, charge higher 
fees and provide a more complete 
service to the homeowner. 


Mrs. Hersey said she would like 


to see more house sitting agencies 
established throughout the coun- 
try. A 10-week-old agency called 
St. Agatha's Registry is success- 
fully operating in Elkhart, Ind., 
and an Evanston fireman plans to 
start one in the North Shore area. 


But for the most part, the field 


is wide open and Mrs. Hersey is 
setting a lot of the ground rules. 
Through the new House Sitters 
Assn. she hopes new agencies will 
develop and exchange ideas. 


MRS. HERSEY'S service caters 


to the wealthy and her fees reflect 
it. She charges the homeowner $15 
a day, $16 if there are pets. Extra 
costs are added as the sitters' 
duties increase. 


This price is just slightly more 


than the cost oil boarding a pet, 
Mrs. Hersey said. She said most 
of her clients are concerned about 
the security of their homes and 
are more than happy to pay her 
rates. 


House sitters traditionally an- 


swer the phone, collect the mail, 
tend the pets and water the 
plants. Mrs. Hersey, however, 


said she has been asked to as- 
sume some less common duties 
like feeding birds, squirrels and 
raccoons in the yard. 


There was, for example, the 


case of Snuggles the elderly cat 
who could no longer move and 
had to be nursed and washed. 
Mrs. Hersey charged an extra $5 
for tending Snuggles. 


OTHER SERVICES offered by 


Mrs. Hersey's agency including 
sitting with wedding presents at 
$25 a day and house watching, 
which consists of a onee-a-day vis- 
it to feed the pets and water the 
plants. 


Mrs. Hersey said she has ex- 


perimented with various kinds of 
sitters and has decided "the over- 
60 person is the best house sitter." 
She said younger -people are loo 
active, noting older people have 
quiet hobbies like knitting and 
watching television. 


The sitters 
themselves don't 


make a lot of money. Mrs. Hersey 
pays her sitters, either single 
women or couples, $9 a clay. 


"That's pin money, and all of 


these people are on Social Secur- 
ity," she said, noting they cannot 
afford to make more than S230 a 
month. She said this type of work 
also allows them to work when 
they feel like it instead of oh a 
regular basis. 


WHILE MRS. HERSEY bonds 


her sitters, she said this is just 
good public relations, 


"You really can't go wrong with 


these older people who have lived 
in the community for some time," 
she said. 


Because house sitting is a per- 


sonal business, Mrs. Hersey said 
it is important that the sitter get 
a l o n g 
with the client. In- 


troductions are made before a sit- 
ting and the sitter obtains vital in- 
formation such as the location of 
the fuse box, the day of trash 
pickup and how to work the bur- 
glar alarms. 


"We tell the clients to keep the 


newspaper coming, to keep the 
mail coming," Mrs. Hersey said, 
noting that burglars watch for 
such things. She said each sitter 
gets a special manual that ex- 
plains how to answer the phone 
and handle other matters in the 
house. 


HOUSE SITTING is a seasonal 


business, with Christmas being 
the busiest season. 


"Last Christmas I had 25 sitters 


out. and I've got next winter al- 
ready taken care of." Mrs. Her- 
sey said. "No one stays home 
Christmas anymore." 


Mrs. Hersey said the nicest part 


of the house sitting business is the 
low overhead. She said she oper- 
ates her agency from her two- 
room apartment with her major 
expense being a business phone. 
She said her only other expense is 
advertising, which costs about $6 
every two weeks for a classified 
ad. 


Dana Cornett, a partner in St. 


Agatha's Registry, said that agen- 
cy was started with only $200 and 
has a monthly overhead of about 
$72 a month. 


"It's a marvelous field, and it's 


wide open," she said. 


Real estate investing tip: 
start small and be careful

It is tempting for the homeowner who may have seen 


his property double or triple in value to look to other 
real estate ventures for a profitable place to put his 
extra dollars. 


Over the years, real estate has proved as wibR an 


investment as any. and better than most — for the 
knowledgeable. 


There Is money to be made, not only for those with 


millions, but for the middle-income investor. Bui. the 
neophyte should start small and with careful prepara- 
tion. 


IN HIS "NEW INVESTOR'S Guide to making Money 


In Real Estate," Walter Stern covers in detail the vari- 
ous aspects of the many fields open to non-professiomils 
of limited means. 


Just how active or passive an investor you desire to 


be will determine the area of investment you should 
investigate. Stern says. 


"If you relish the role of an active landlord, you may 


reap great satlsfication from operating a property on a 
day-to-day basis and do so quite profitably. At the other 
eml of the spectrum there is the purchase of shares in a 
real estate corporation or investment trust, or partner- 
ship In a syndicated real estate venture." 


For many, combining family living with investment is 


a good route. 


THE TWO-FAMILY HOUSE is a logical first step. 


one which Stern says requires least of all special efforts 
normally associated with investing in real estate. 


"Oddly enough." he says, "this investment results in 


a bit of reverse English. Only rarely does it provide the 
owner with direct extra income. What it really does is 
reduce his own housing outlays, sometimes even elimi- 
nating them altogether. Living for almost nothing, you 
can then apply these savings to a better way of life — 
a boat, vacations, or children's college educations." 
' It Is not a step to be taken lightly. First, it is not an 
investment for those who desire exclusivity above se- 
curity. Two-family homes usually are not found in the 
most posh sections of town. And the privacy of a single- 
family home is sacrificed. 


The business of having a tenant is a serious business, 


Stern emphasizes. A tenant in a two-family house 


means fairly close contact. It is important to choose 
carefully one whose personal habits and consideration 
tor property and neighbors meet your own and to spell 
out carefully the obligations of both tenant and land- 
lord. 


A LARGER MULTI-FAMILY house, Stern said, can 


be an actual income producer, particularly if Hie in- 
vestor is willing and able to devote time to manage- 
ment and maintenance. 


A possibility for the family who desires the privacy of 


a single-family home is a house with extra land having 
investment potential. 


"Land as an investment in this context could be an 


extra plot or even excess acreage adjacent to the fami- 
ly residence," Stern says. "Obviously, this imposes an 
added selection process on the home seeker ..." 


Finding a house for resale with an adjacent buildable 


plot is largely a matter of happy coincidence, Stern 
says. One possibility is to find a residential street which 
has not been fully developed and purchase enough land 
on it for two, three, or more houses and then build your 
own on the site of your choice. 


IF YOU ARE SOMEWHAT more financially am- 


bitious, you may consider a large old house set in suf- 
ficient acreage that can be developed at a later date. If 
you buy in an area where land values are increasing 
rapidly, Stern noted, by judicious and timely disposal of 
plots at the fringes of the property you can get back 
your big purchase price and have the big secluded 
house besides. 


Here, too, there are precautions. Stem advises a thor- 


ough check of zoning laws and the current policies of 
the zoning or planning board. The house often will pro- 
vide a challenge in repair, remodeling and decorating, 
so be sure you're willing and able to take this on. . 


Other possibilities are vacation homes, farms, and 


resort condominiums which can co'mbine an attractive 
family retreat with income from rentals and perhaps 
profitable resale at some later time. Here, it is neces- 
sary to decide whether investment concerns are prima- 
ry or whether the propery is to be used essentially for 
the family with rental income sought only to make..the 
property possible financially. 


All these possibilities require consideration in the 


light of an individual family's financial circumstances 
and willingness to become involved in their investment.

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1/.S. mulls 


homestead 


experiment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Senate 


hearings will open this week on a new 
"homestead" scheme under which the 
federal government would buy farms 
worth up to $200,000 apiece and resell 
them on easy lease-purchase terms to 
voting farm families. 


The bill, inspired by a somewhat 


similar experiment launched in 1972 
i n 
Saskatchewan. 
Canada, 
was 


drafted by Sen. George S. McGovern, 
D-S.D.. because soaring land values 
and other costs have made it difficult 
for many young people to break into 
farming. 


"I do not think it is an exaggeration 


to say that in many parts of the coun- 
try today, it costs a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to get started on a viable 
farm unit," McGovern says. 


Under McGovern's bill, the Agricul- 


ture Department's Farmers Home 
Administration would begin buying 
farmland as it became available on 
the open market. The agency would 
be limited to farms or ranches valued 
at no more than $200.000. but it could 
buy larger tracts for subdividing into 
$200.000 units. 


After the farms are bought by the 


new Federal Farm Assistance Corp., 
which would issue bonds to finance 
the purchases, they would be leased 
to young farmers at bargain rates for 
periods of two to seven years. Before 
the lease period expires, the farmer 
could elect to buy the land, using ei- 
ther private credit or loans from the 
Farmers Home Administration. 


The purchase would be a bargain, 


because the government would, in ef- 
fect, be giving the purchaser much or 
sll of his down payment under a 
unique free equity plan. 


It would work like this: If a young 


farmer lived on his leased govern- 
ment farm for seven years, the value 
of the land presumably would go up 
substantially during that period. At 
the time he makes the switch from 
renter to buyer, the land may be 
worth 25 per cent more than at the 
time he began leasing. 


Taking account of this fact, the gov- 


ernment would sell the land to the 
farmer at what it cost the government 
initially, or at 73 per cent of its value 
on the date the sale is made, which- 
ever is higher. 


"This would have the effect of trig- 


gering an automatic 25 per cent 
equity for the farm family for financ- 
ing purposes," McGovern said. 


As generous as the plan would be 


for young farmers, McGovern claims 
it wouldn't cost the government any- 
thing in the long run as purchased 
farms are sold off. 


The bill does not specify how much 


money would be involved or how 
many farms the Agriculture Depart- 
ment could buy and resell. One aide 
said the general idea would be to start 
the program on a comparatively 
small basis. 


Agriculture department officials so 


far have taken no formal stand on the 
proposal which has been co-sponsored 
l\v a number of other senators, in- 
e l u d i n g Hubert 
H. Humphrey.

Mortgage 
review unit 
established 


Timothy E. Griffin, III. Savings & 


Loan Commissioner, has announced 
the formation of the Chicago Mort- 
gage Review Panel. 


The panel will review all mortgage 


loan applications which are turned 
down by the savings aand loan associ- 
ations in the City of Chicago. If the 
review panel feels that the appli- 
cation Is sound and the loan is bank- 
able, the loan will be made by one of 
a number of participating savings and 
loans throughout the Chicago metro- 
politan area. Griffin hopes that all 178 
savings and loans in the Chicago met- 
ropolitan area will participate. 


Once the panel is underway in Chi- 


cago, Griffin said he intends to in- 
itiate the same concept in other cities 
throughout the state. 


The panel Is made up of representa- 


tives from the savings and loan in- 
dustry, the public interest, the com- 
missioner's office and the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board. 


"The problem of the disinvestment 


('redlining') of our older neighbor- 
hoods has many variables," Griffin 
said. 


"In order for a neighborhood to be 


strong and viable, many things have 
to take place simultaneously. Security 
has to be strong, the school system 
progressive, city services more than 
just marginal and, of course, ade- 
quate mortgage financing must be 
available. The savings and loans in 
Illinois must participate to this end, 
and I sincerely feel that they will."

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New housing 
up 70% from 
April 1975 


April permits for new housing in the 


Chicago metropolitan area surged 70 
per cent ahead of the April 1975 level, 
reports Bell Federal Savings and 
Loan Assn. 


Permits for both homes and multi- 


family housing rose to 3,398 housing 
units from last April's 1,905. This is 
the third consecutive month that per- 
mits have surpassed last year's fig- 
ures. 


The strong recovery in single-family 


construction resulted in a 95 per cent 
increase over last April. Permits in 
the seven county area totaled 2,518, 
nearly twice the 1,290 reported in 
April 1975. 


Multi-family housing recovery is 


smaller. The entire metropolitan area 
reported 880 multi-family housing 
units, an increase of 25 per cent from 
705 units a year ago. 


Total new housing for the first four 


months of 1976 is running 49 per cent 
ahead of the same period in. 1975. 
Homes and multi-family combined 
rose from 5,832 to 8,676 units during 
this period. 


Both Schaumburg and Elk Grove 


Village rank with the 1976 housing 
leaders In the Bell report. Schaum- 
burg reported 261 single-family homes 
while Elk Grove Village reported 143 
homes. 


Northwest suburban towns reporting 


multi-family construction include Ar- 
lington Heights with 38 units, Mount 
Prospect with 75 units and Wheeling 
with 18 units. 


Construction in the suburbs ex- 


ceeded that in the city. Permits for 
single-family homes In the suburbs in- 
creased 103 per cent from 925 last 
year to 1,879 this year. The unincorpo- 
rated areas increased 81 per cent 
from 318 to 574. 


This compares to the City of Chi- 


cago's report of 65 homes this year 
compared to 47 last year. 


In multi-family construction, the 


suburbs reported a 66 per cent in- 
crease to 784 units while the unin- 
corporated areas reported a 65 per 
cent decrease to 82 units. The City of 
Chicago reported 14 units compared to 
none last year.

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Check structural condition 
of old house before buying 
Schaumburg 


Before you purchase an older house, 


it's a good idea to find out how sound 
the building is structurally so that 
you're not faced with disappointment, 
repairs, and possibly major replace- 
ment and renovation later on. 


This advice comes from John L, Do- 


meier, chairman and president of 
GreatAmerican Federal Savings, 


"YOU CAN RETAIN an architect, 


structural engineer, or appraiser to 
took over the house for you and give 
you a report," Domeier said. "Yoi 
may be able to get a report from the 
Realtor who is selling the house or 
from the mortgage lender." 


Mere are the things you should 


watch for: 


• What type of soil is the house 


built on? Is there any sign of settle- 
ment and is it likely to continue? Look 
for cracks in the foundation, corners 
and doorframes that are askew, 


• If there Is a basement or crawl 


space, is it dry? Any signs of leakage 
or flooding, such as water marks on 
the wail? If possible, check the base- 
ment on a rainy day. Are there any 
drain tiles around the foundation? Is 
there a vapor barrier between the 
earth and the foundation floor to min- 
imize condensation? Are the founda- 
tion waits waterproofed? 


• Are the girders, joists, columns, 


and sills the right size and properly 
spaced? What about the floors? Jump 
up and down on them to see if they 
sag and squeak. Will they support a 
heavy weight, such as a piano or food 
freezer? 


• Is the attic well ventilated and 


sealed to prevent leaks? If it's not al- 
ready finished, is it big enough to 
serve as an extra room? 


• Check the garage. Is it wide and 


long enough to accomodate your 
cars? Many older garages aren't. Is it 
big enough for storage? What about 
the condition of the garage doors? 


• If the house has masonry — 


brick, stone, concrete — check its 
condition. Also check the condition of 
sidewalks and driveways. Are there 
any cracks which need repairs? Is the 
mortar between bricks solid? Does 
the chimney need tuckpointing? 


• If the house has wood siding, look 


for peeling or blistering paint vhich 
can indicate moisture problems be- 
neath the surface. A new paint job 
can be expensive. 


• Check all outside window frames 


to see if they are properly caulked or 
if moisture has penetrated. What's the 
condition of the storm windows, espe- 
cially if they're made of wood? Check 
screens, too. 


• Is the roof in good condition? How 


old is it and when will it need replac- 
ing? If the shingles are wood, are 
they fireproofed? 


• Are gutters and downspouts in 


good condition, or do they need re- 
painting or replacement? Downspouts 
should either be connected to drain 
tile or else empty onto splashblocks 
which carry water away from the 
house. 


• Is the house insulated to today's 


standards? Check the walls and attic. 
If insulation has to be added, what 
will this cost? 


• How adequate is the heating sys- 


tem? What is the age and condition of 
the furnace? Can it maintain the 
house at 68 to 70 degrees when the 
temperature is zero outside? What 
does it cost to heat the house? 


• Is the electrical service up to 


date? This usually means 200 ampere 
service, Are there enough circuits and 
are there enough outlets? If you have 
to upgrade the electrical service, 
what will this cost? 


• Is the plumbing in good condi- 


tion? Turn on hot and cold water taps 
to get an idea of the pressure avail- 
able. Flush the toilets. Any signs of 
teaks, vibration, or chatter? How old 
is the water heater and is it large 
enough to serve your family's needs? 
How many bathrooms are there? Any 
signs of mold or mildew around bath- 
room walls that indicate moisture 
damage? 


• What's the water supply like? 


Any unpleasant odors or taste? Is a 
softener needed to overcome hard- 
ness? 


• Are you connected to a municipal 


sewer system? Any indications of 
back-ups? If the house is connected to 
septic tank or cesspool, is this facility 
properly located? 


• Examine the inside walls 
for 


signs of cracking and settlement. Will 
it cost much to fill the cracks and 
repaint? 


• Check the condition of the hard- 


ware and trim. Do all locks, handles, 
and door catches work properly? Is 
the wood trim around baseboards, 
doors, and windows sungly fitted? 


• If there's a fireplace, is it in good 


condition? Can you open and close the 
damper easily?. 


• If major appliances are included 


in the purchase price — such as re- 
frigerator, 
oven, range, 
washer, 


dryer, dishwasher, and disposer — 
are they in good condition? How old 
are they? When can you expect to re- 
place them? 


• If the house comes with air condi- 


tioning — either window units or a 
central system — does it work? 


• If drapes and carpeting are in- 


cluded, what condition are they in? Gl- 
are you paying for something you'll 
have to replace quickly? 


According to the Oak Park Federal 


executive, ask the present owner for 
copies of guarantees, repair bills,-and 
bills that cover any remodeling or re- 
novation to team what has been done 
to the house. 


"Understand that a house, like ev- 


erything else, gets used up and worn 
out with time," Domeier said. "Many 
used houses are good bargains, but it 
always pays to check them out, even 
if you must pay a small amount for a 
professional inspection."

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HUD rules help 
settlement plans 


Homebuyws will find new help in 


coping with the real estate settlement 
process and in minimizing their costs 
through regulations made public by 
the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


The regulations, which implement 


the amended Real Estate Settlement 
Procedures Act (RESPA), call for the 
disclosure of information intended to 
take the mystery out of the settlement 
process. 


They advise the homebuyer of his 


rights in choosing lenders, attorneys, 
agents and others who provide settle- 
ment services. Unfair or illegal prac- 
tices, such as kickbacks, are prohibit- 
ed by the regulations. 


The Real Estate Settlement Proce- 


dures Act was first passed by Con- 
gress In 1974 and amended in 1976. It 
was designed to correct abuses that 
had plagued the real estate settlement 
process. The new regulations, to be 
published June 4, in the Federal Reg- 
ister, go Into effect June 30 and super- 
sede regulations published January 9, 
1975. 


"These regulations," said Constance 


B. Newman, HUD's Assistant Secre- 
tary for Consumer Affairs and Regu- 
latory Functions, "represent the out- 
come of an intensive public dialog 
among government, industry, and 
consumers." 


The homebuyer will be protected by 


the regulations at various stages of 
the real estate settlement process. 


When the buyer applies for a mort- 


gage loan, the lender is required to 
provide a good faith estimate of the 
amount or range of the charges for 
specific services the borrower is like- 
ly to incur in connection with settle- 
ment. These charges could cover 
items such as credit reports, apprais- 
al fees, inspections, loan origination 
fees and other services required by 
the lender. 


Along with the good faith estimate, 


the lender must give the buyer a copy 
of the booklet, "Settlement Costs." 
Prepared by HUD, it describes the 
settlement process and the services 
and charges the buyer is likely to en- 
counter, The booklet also includes in- 
formation on negotiating a sales con- 
tract with the seller and shopping for 
a lender and related services. 


One business day before settlement, 


the buyer has the right to inspect the 
Uniform Settlement Statement form 
that contains all the settlement infor- 
mation available to that date. The 
completed settlement statement must 
be given to the buyer at settlement. If 
the borrower or his agent does not at- 
tend a settlement meeting, or if such 
a meeting is not required, the settle- 
ment statement must be mailed as 
soon as possible.

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Buying secondhand—cheaper, often better 


"Booty is in the eyes of the 


beholder" has to be one of the year's 
worst puns. But it expresses a grow- 
ing attitude as families and individ- 
uals look for a quick bypass of the 
road to beating inflation. 


Buyers of used cars have long un- 


derstood the economics of use values 
vs. depreciation and price. Now, a 
new book, "Secondhand Is Better," 
(Arbor House, New York, $4.95 in pa- 
perback) codifies use life vs. price 
this way.) 


Hard goods (an automobile or re- 


frigerator, for example) may be built 
with a life expectancy of 10 years. 
Straightline depreciation would re- 
duce the price of a $500 refrigerator 
by $50 each year over its useful 10- 
year life. Instead, the refrigerator 
drops in value by as much as $150 the 
first year and $100 per year later until 
it is worth only about $50 to $60 after 
four or five years. 


A car typically depreciates as much 


as half its sticker price over two or 
three years. Buying hard goods after 
the first buyer has paid for the de- 
preciation allows you to live better for 
a fraction of the cost of buying things 
new. 


Three levels of used goods can be 


recognized: 


• Clothing, sport equipment and 


many small goods cost so little as ir- 
regulars or at seasonal sales, buying 
them used saves too little to com- 
pensate for the time and trouble to 
find them. 


• Appliances, cars, furniture, car- 


pete and heavy or fashion clothing 
cost only a fraction of their new price 
when bought used. These purchases 
provide the best opportunities for sav- 
ing bundles of cash by scrounging 
through want ads. estate sales, auc- 
tions, flea markets and garage sales. 


• Antique 
furniture, 
patchwork 


quilts, some jewelry and collectibles 
actually increase in value with time. 
The knowledgeable secondhand buyer 
may acquire more value than the new 
buyer. 


Buying secondhand affords one oth- 


er benefit — paying cash as a way of 
cutting price. Few opportunities exist 
for the cash buyer to pay less than 
the credit buyer of new goods. But In 
the secondhand marketplace, cash is 
still king. No margin exists in the 
price structure for secondhand goods 
to pay for the inevitable credit costs 
and/or losses. 


Necessity (that is, lack of money 


and/or credit; need not be the only 
reason for buying used. While many 
newlyweds furnish their first apart- 
ment in the style of auntie's attic or 
leftover relative rather than modern 
orange crate or schmaltzy credit, oth- 
ers develop a style that reflects class 
and thrift. Even when money is not 
tight, choosing secondhand goods be- 
comes a way of life that preserves 
cash for spending on higher priority 
goods and services. 


Like other consumer skills, buying 


secondhand requires know-how on 
markets and bargaining techniques. 
Although I would have liked to see 
more information on evaluating the 
quality of possible purchases in "Sec-

RENT DISTRICT. 


There is no way that rent can be 


increased on a retroactive basis. The 


typical apartment lease is paid on a 
monthly basis, and is always paid in 
advance. The rent you pay on June 1 
will be for the month of June. 


Your lease states what the rental is 


for that period. Once that time is 
past, there is no way a landlord can 
alter the lease and require that you 
pay him additional money. Be thank- 
ful that your rent has been so low for 
the past 12 years. 


However, it would appear that the

Home smoke detectors- 
saving lives at little cost

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A family 


of five died in a fire that swept their 
Iwo-story, $80,000 home in the Virginia 
suburbs three weeks ago. The cause 
of death: smoke inhalation. 


"It doesn't seem right spending 


$80,000 on'a house but not $50 for safe- 
ty," said William Bittle, the assistant 
fire chief in Fairfax, Va. 


That $50 would have bought a 


smoke detector. It might have given 
the family the extra minutes of warn- 
ing that would have permitted escape. 


THERE WERE 6,800 fire deaths in 


American homes last year and Rich- 
ard G. Bright, senior research engi- 
neer at the National Bureau of Stan- 
dards, believes 40 to 50 per cent could 
have been prevented with the in- 
stallation of one or more smoke detec- 
tors. 


The NBS's center for Fire Research 


and the National Fire Prevention and 
Control Administration plan to begin a 
campaign later this month aimed at 
getting at least one of the new elec- 
tronic devices in every home. 


"We think that a single detector will 


dramatically increase your safety,'1 
said Richard Strother, associate ad- 
ministrator of the NFPCA. "It has to 
be installed correctly, and maintained 
properly. 


"And you have to have an escape 


plan and practice using it. When a 
smoke alarm awakens you, you'll be 
groggy and won't be able to think 
well." 


THE TRANSISTORIZED detectors 


first went on the market in 1971 and 
50,000 were sold. The two Commerce 
Department agencies report that 2.5 
million smoke detectors were sold in 
1975 and sales this year are expected 
to reach 3,6 million to 4 million. In 
addition to smoke detectors, heat de- 
tectors also are available to the home- 
owner, But Bright finds that smoke 
detectors are the best buy. 


"Heat detectors are too slow," he 


said hi an NBS report. "They require 
a significant buildup of heat before 
they operate. 


"Smoke detectors, by their very na- 


ture, can monitor smoke far from the 
point of origin because smoke moves, 
rising up to the ceiling or up stair- 
ways." 


Bright, who also is chairman of a 


committee of the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association, said one detector 
placed on the ceiling or walls of a 
hallway'outside the bedroom areas 
should provide adequate fire warning 
in most houses. 


SLEEPING AREAS are most vul- 


nerable because about 60 per cent of 
home fires occur at night. 


The fire prevention association also 


recommends placing 'a smoke detec- 


tor along the basement stairway if 
your home has a basement. One study 
found that 11 per cent of all home 
fires start in basements. 


There are two kinds of smoke detec- 


tors. One uses a photoelectric cell 
and when visible smoke enters the 
light beam, an alarm sounds. The oth- 
er 
uses: an ionization 
chamber 


equipped with a tiny 
radioactive 


source which detects both visible and 
invisible combustion products. 


Some detectors are powered by a 


battery and some use household elec- 
tric current. Strother said either are 
sufficient if properly installed and 
maintained. He said detectors should

Aid cut may stall park projects 


Planned improvements at Chicago 


area recreation centers including Illi- 
nois Beach State Park and Chain '0 
Lakes will be canceled unless State 
Dept. of Conservation capital funds 
are restored in Illinois Senate appro- 
priations, said department director 
Tony Dean. 


Dean has asked citizens to contact 


legislators about the elmination of the 
department's entire $12 million capital 
budget by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. Amendments restoring the 
funds can be introduced on the Senate 
floor. 


"The cutback will jeopardize the 


safety and enjoyment of over 28 mil- 
lion people who annually visit Illinois 
state parks and historic sites," Dean 
said. The $12 million would be used 
for sanitary facilities, the extension of 
water systems,-the addition of boat 
facilities, wildlife restoration and a $4 
million land acquisition program. 


"The land acquisition program was 


designed to acquire land which would 
complete existing parks with escalat- 
ing land prices. It is a certainty that 
we will lose some of these properties 
forever if we are unable to begin ac- 
quisition this year," Dean said. 


Nick Bridge, a conservation depart- 


ment representative in Chicago, said 
the capital funds were included in

tomobiles has become increasingly 
controversial," Coleman said. "Ques- 
tions of effectiveness, cost, and sus- 
pected hazards, as well as the philo- 
sophical problems of restricting indi- 
vidual's freedom of choice with re- 
gard to how much they pay for safety 
protection, have been raised by oppo- 


nents of the air bags." 


Any Coleman decision is subject ,to 


congressional review. It is for this 
reason that he asked for a full one- 
year extension of present rules, which 
expires Aug. 31. 


Coleman said he would make one of

• To continue present rules without 


change.

The score is insurance industry 4, 


consumers 1, as Illinois Insurance Di- 
rector Robert B. Wilcox announced his 
final version of a new .regulation 
a i m e d at eliminating • sex dis- 
crimination in insurance. 


The new rule is considerably weak- 


er than one Wilcox had proposed 
earlier, which drew a number of ob- 
jections from the industry. Wilcox 
caved in on nearly all of the in- 
dustry's demands. 


The regulation was first issued last 


January after a loop organization of 
working women and an insurance de- 
partment 
task 
force documented 


wide-spread discrimination 
against 


women and single persons by insur- 
ance companies. 


THE REGULATION prohibited dis- 


crimination based on sex or marital 
status in the' granting of life and 
health insurance and in rates, terms, 
conditions and benefits. 


The studies had found that insur- 


ance companies regularly charged 
women and single people more for in- 
surance policies or refused to grant 
them at all. They also were found to 
require women, 'but not men, to have' 
physical examinations, and to grant 


coverage to wives, but not husbands, of 
policy holders. Working women also 
found it nearly impossible to obtain 
disability insurance routinely granted 
to their male counterparts, the studies 
reported. 


In February public hearings were 


held at which gay liberation groups, 
the working women's group1 (Women 
Employed), and the insurance in- 
dustry asked for changes in the rule. 


THE GAY GROUPS asked that the 


rule include specific language cov- 
ering homosexuals. They suggested 
the phrase "sexual preference" be 
added to "sex and marital status" in 
the prohibitions. 


They also asked that the rule be ex- 


tended to cover casualty insurance 
(automobile, 
homeowners, 
tenant, 


etc.). . 


Women Employed asked that the 


rule be extended to require insurance 
coverage of normal pregnancy, not 
just "complications of pregnancy." 


~ The American Life Insurance Asso- 
ciation and the Health Insurance As- 
sociation of America asked that the 
rule, which would have applied to all 
existing policies renewed after the ef-

fective date as well as all new pol- 
icies, be cut back to apply only to new 
policies. They argued the retroactive 
requirement would be illegal tamper- 
ing with ongoing contracts. 


THE TRADE ASSOCIATIONS also 


asked that allowable rate differences 
between men and women be based on 
"expected losses derived by actuarial 
principles" rather than on actual loss 
statistics as the rule stated. 


The women's groups opposed both 


•changes. They said renewal of a pol- 
icy amounts to renegotiation of the in- 
surance contract and thus is a natural 
and legal time to make changes. They 
also charged that the industry's "ac- 
tuarial principles" are vague and self- 
serving systems J»y which the com- 
panies discriminate against women. 


However, when the final rule be- 


comes effective July 1, it will not re- 
quire coverage of "normal" preg- 
nancies; it will not cover casualty in- 
surance; it will not cover existing pol-

with old wives tales 


DEAR DR. LAMB — Several of my friends Inslit they have read 


that a small glass of wine with meals will help lose weight ai well 
as get more nutrition from your food intake. I« there any truth to 
this? 


DEAR READER — None. This sounds like one of the innumer- 


able reasons people who like wine or other alcoholic beverages 
offer to justify their habit. 


1 can't say your friends haven't read such a ridiculous statement. 


There are so many "untruth's" and misinformation circulated that 
you can find fantastic statements in print: The fact that something 
is printed does not make it so. I only need remember the "drinking 
man's diet" to think of one of the many unsound ideas presented to 
the public. 


WINE CONTAINS calories, mostly in accordance to the amount 


of alcohol it contains, The alcohol stimulates most people's appetite 
while decreasing their inhibitions or will power. The common result 
then Is eating more calories than you need and you know what that 
leads to. 


I'm sending you The Health Letter number 1-4, Alcohol, Whiskey, 


Gin, Vodka, Rum, Wine, Beer, so you can have figures on alcohol 
and calorie contents and the effects of alcohol. Others who want 
this Information can forward SO cents with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for mailing.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I had a mastectomy nine months ago. I am 


62. What bothers me 1$ my arm and hand swell so badly. They get 
sore from the swelling. My doctor said It is natural that this hap- 
pens. But I don't think they should swell so much, almost twice the 
size. I thought If I got some information from someone else about It 
I would feel better. I was told the removal of the glands from under 
my arm caused ft. Also would eating sweets cause it? 


DEAR READER — Your doctor has told you the truth. Most 


people think of the circulation as the arteries and veins filled with 
blood but ther is still another type of circulation, the lymphatic 
system. 


The lymphatic system is widespread throughout the body and Is 


connected to all those lymph glands called nodes. These are under 
the arm, in the neck (which swell when you have a sore throat), in 
the groin and inside the body. 


There is a clear fluid material circulated inside the lymph vessels 


that connect the lymph glands. This fluid, called lymph, helps to 
drain fluid from your tissues. Finally, all of the lymph vessels 
connect to one large vessel that empties into one of the large veins 
leading to the heart. 


When you have breast surgery and the surgeon must remove 


lymph glands under the arm the small lymph vessels are tied off 
and cannot drain normally. This causes the swelling. It is similar to 
blocking a vein and causing swelling. Because lymph contains no 
red blood cells this does not cause the same marked discoloration. 


In time, as the blocked lymph vessels establish new drainage the 


swelling of the arm diminishes. The swelling has no relation to 
eating sweets.

Stuffing can be baked 


in or out of the bird 


Dear Dorothy: I'm frankly perplexed about this business of stuff- 


ing or dressing for fowl. My family has used stuffing for gener- 
ations — with the result better seasoning and never any ill effects. I 
have difficulty seeing the other way being just as good. — Mrs. 
Rena L. Vittitow 


By "the other way," do you mean baking the dressing on the 


side? You're not the only one who's been confused over what ac- 
tually is only an exercise in semantics. Dressing and stuffing are 
the same thing. You just handle it either way you prefer — in the 
bird or baked separately. Like you, I think it all tastes better done 
In the fowl. Both bird and dressing are far juicier. Any leftover 
dressing can be baked on the side. Basted once or twice with the 
juices makes It better. The only new, good practice in recent years 
is to take the dressing out of the fowl and refrigerate it separately 
when storing. 


Dear Dorothy: A friend noticing a large plant of mine sitting in a 


clay pot gave me a gift of a large saucer to put under it. Before 
putting it under the plant I tested it out with some water and the 
water seeped out. Any way I can seal it? — Lucy Lundin 


Yes, give it a coating of silicone — which you can find in spray 


form at hardware stores. Smart idea to have checked it, Lucy. Clay 
pots and saucers are porous, which is one reason plants do well in 
them. Some saucers are pre-treated, yours obviously wasn't. 


Dear Dorothy: Those who have mosquito troubles have • remedy 


available right in their kitchens; plain vinegar. Eases the itch and 
serves to limit possible infection. — Cindy Sibley

If you got your garden in late, you 


must be going through hell about now. 


June Is a very trying time for gar- 


deners anyway, but low rainfall is 
making matters worse. 


The news media reports that farm- 


ers In the midwest are close to losing 
their corn and potato crops, if rain 
doesn't come soon — and m ample 
quantity. 


I hate the struggle of June — watch- 


ing emerging seedlings contend with 
the ravages of heat for their survival. 
Watering newly-seeded rows or tiny 
germinating seeds with a hose usually 
washes them right out of the ground If 
you have a mister attachment for 
your hose, you are far ahead of the 
game. Early morning misting will see 
the struggling plants through the day. 


THOSE HORRIBLE gaps, where 


stragglers failed to emerge in the 
rows is another problem. Since car- 
rots and parsley, for instance, germi- 
nate so slowly and erratically, I've 
found that boiling water sprinkled 
gently from a watering can over the 
rows wakes up the stragglers. 
It's been a better year to sow seeds 


than it has to transplant seedlings. 
The sun has bleached and baked 
many a traumatized cabbage plant. 
The infernal shading of flailing seed- 
lings with boxes and evergreen 
branches stuck in the ground along 
with various other makeshift do-dads 
is about to drive me crazy. None of 
this would be necessary in a cool, 
damp, rainy spring. 


On a clay soil, the heat-but-no-rain 


problem is confounded. Perhaps you 
had the foresight to encorporate ver- 
miculite into the rows at planting 
time, or thought to raise the beds. 
Clay soil crusts when it gets hot and 
dry, unless organic matter has been 
liberally mixed in. 


DUST MULCH is a possibility for 


conserving moisture in rows. A regu- 
lar mulch of grass or straw at this 
time — when seedlings are young — 
cannot be put down, as it will smother 
young plants, just as it smothers 
weeds. But with a dust mulch, the 
powdery dry soil itself serves as a wa- 
ter-conserving mulch. Spread dry soil, 
scraped from another part of the gar- 
den, around the plants and it will keep 
the lower layer moist. Avoid using 
black plastic, which raises the soil 
temperature, unless you have a very 
good water supply. 


If you've had trouble with germinat- 


ing, perhaps your seeds didn't make 
good contact with the soil. It's ex- 
tremely important that the soil above 
and the soil below the seed is tamped 
down to insure contact. Also seeds 
germinate better on a firm, even sur- 
face. 


PLANTS THAT suffer the most 


when the weather turns hot are let- 
tuce, peas, spinach and cabbage fami- 
ly plants. Both spinach and lettuce 
are usable when quite small. When 
the weather heats up early, they can 
be picked at a very tender stage. 


Peppers thrive in hot weather, as 


do lima beans, cucumbers, eggplant, 
melons, squash, and tomatoes but 
they need a good moisture supply too. 


Plants grown in jiffy compressed 


peat wafers are captives of the plastic 
netting that encloses the wafers. Be 
sure to cut the netting to allow the 
seedlings to develop, as the netting 
does not disintegrate. Plants trapped 
inside with little room to develop their 
roots, thwarted by the heat, can col- 
lapse. Be sure plants in peat pellets

pellets into the ground, as the pellets 
often rise to the surface. When they 
rise, they have the reverse effect of 
dispersing moisture instead of retain- 
ing it. 


It seems like Mother Nature can be 


an unfit parent when she brings 
drought too early in the season. Take 
heart in the fact that sooner or later 
favorable weather will spring upon 
the garden, and all the fuss and both- 
er of mothering the plants through 
trying times with extra care will pay 
off!

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


annicn's 1076 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Glna Cole, 10, of Cobalt, 
Ont., Canada, for her question: 


MOW 10NG CAN A HIPPO STAY 


UNDERWATER? 


The big fat hippo lives a lazy life 


beside a warm, muddy river. Often he 
spends a whole afternoon floating with 
just his eyes, ears and nose above the 
water. Sometimes he dives down to 
scoop up a mouthful of water weeds. 
Usually he comes up after three, four 
or five minutes. But people who know 
him well report that he can, when he 
chooses, stay below for half an hour. 


The hippopotamus belongs to Af- 


rica, and he is a most remarkable an- 
imal. His big body may be 14 feet 
long, and he often weighs more than 
two tons. The elephant is bigger — 
but the hippo has the biggest mouth of 
any animal that lives on the land. 
When he opens his big mouth, he 
shows his huge tusky teeth, which 
may grow to be two feet long. 


The top of his huge head is rather 


flat, and his eyes bulge out on round 
humps. He loves the water of his mild, 
muddy river and the reedy marshes 
around its brinks. He seems happiest 
when he can spend a few hours just

floating near the surface. When he 
does this, almost all his body is under- 
water, Only his ears, nostrils and bul- 
ging eyes poke above the surface. You 
could row a boat right up close before 
you noticed him. 


Such a big, fat body is quite buoy- 


ant so floating is no problem at all. 
What's more, the hippo is a splendid 
swimmer and very graceful when he 
dives down below the water. But when 
underwater he must hold his breath, 
for the hippo is an air-breathing ani- 
mal. 
When he goes below, flaps of 


skin move over to close his nostrils so 
no water gets up his nose. 


He usually stays below, foraging for 


weeds, for just a few minutes. He 
may surface after two minutes or 
stay down as long as five minutes. 
Then he takes himself a breath of 
fresh air. This is the length of a usual 
trip underwater. But experts have 
watched the hippo carefully for hours 
on end. They report that on rare occa- 
sions he stays down for as long as 30 
minutes. 


The hippo is a plant eater, and 


there are not nearly enough water 
weeds in the river to feed his huge 
body. Maybe this is why he comes out 
on land, usually at night when every- 
one is asleep. On some nights he trav- 


els as far as 20 miles, eating grasses 
and munching stolen treats from 
people's vegetable patches. He never 
strays very far from his river, and 
come morning he returns to enjoy the 
water. 


The big fellow is never alone, for he 


shares his life with 20 to 100 other hip- 
pos. The family life is very orderly, 
and each hippo knows his place. The 
mothers and babies stay together in a 
group while the males have their own 
group nearby. The hippo clan is run 
by an elderly female and when a male 
decides to visit her group, he has to 
mind his manners. If he hollers and 
makes a fuss, all the females get to- 
gether and shove him out.

A parrot talks when moving air 


vibrates the vocal cords in his deep- 
down voice box. The sound is modi- 
fied in his throat and he can talk with 
his beak closed, like a ventriloquist. 
Of course, he only imitates human 
speech and cannot enter into conver- 
sation. But sometimes his words 
sound very human. However, he rare- 
ly if ever fools a dog — because a dog 
has extra-keen hearing.

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Higher summer beef prices predicted 


Consumers who saw beef prices dip- 


ping to bargain levels earlier this 
year can expect higher retail prices 
through much of the summer, U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture economists warn. 
Locally, some cuts are already up a 
few cents a pound from last month, 
according to a price survey of five 
area food stores taken June 3. 


Experts writing in a livestock, and 


meat situation report said retailers 
who had been conducting special beef 
sates were reluctant to push their 
prices up during late March and April 
when live cattle prices rose sharply. 


But considering an expected sum- 


mer season decline in beef production, 
"higher retail prices are in prospect 
through much of the summer," the re- 
port said. It noted that retail prices 
for choice beef moved up from $1.33 a 
pound in early April to $1.43 in early 
May. 


IN THE AREA, T-bone steaks in- 


creased two cents a pound and round 
steak three cents a pound from May 
1. However, both items are substan- 


tially less than their averages six 
months ago, 


Another government report showing 


farm-to-retail food spreads indicated 
that, compared to a year ago, con- 
sumer prices hi April were up six per 
cent despite the fact that farm prices 
were 2.8 per cent below a year ago. 


The report also showed retail prices 


for white,bread in April declined 0.1 
cent to 35.1 cents a loaf because farm 
prices for what and other ingredients 
fell by 0.2 cents while middlemen's 
margins increased O.tcent. 
, 


HOWEVER, consumers will contin- 


ue to pay more for dairy foods than a 
year ago even though milk production 
will rise, USDA economists say. 


They reported that average retail 


prices for all dairy foods declined in 
March as lower prices for manufac- 
tured items like butter more than off- 
set continuing increases for bottling 
milk. But even after the decline, dairy 
products, which rose sharply last fall 
and winter, still averaged eight per 
cent above a year earlier.

The Wholesale Price Index, re- 


leased last week, showed processed 
foods were up 1.3 per cent in May. 


The Herald surveyed prices of sev- 


eral fresh fruits and vegetables June 
3 Moving onto the market this month 
are nectarines, peaches, blueberries, 
apricots and watermelon. 


AS EXPECTED, cantaloupes, de- 


creased nearly 10 cents apiece from 
the May 1 survey as their supply in 
area markets increased. Sweet corn 
dropped an average of four cents an 
ear and tomatoes three cents a pound 
from the previous survey. 


However, a pint of strawberries 


jumped to an average of 64 cents on 
June 3, compared to 59 cents May 1 


Fresh citrus fruits and juices are in 


plentiful supply right now. About 17 
per cent of the grapefruit crop was 
harvested May 1, which is 3.6 million 
boxes more than the same time a 
year ago, according to the USDA. 


During 1976 as a whole, the report 


added, dairy prices probably will av- 
erage six to eight per cent above the 
full year 1975 average. 


IN AREA stores, however, the milk 


and milk product price averages ap- 
peared stable, compared to the May 1 
survey. Milk production in June is

The director of four suburban New 


York cooperative supermarkets who 
tried to discourage his customers 
from impulse shopping said his stores 
"took a real beating." 


The co-op members didn't get their 


usual rebate that year, said Gerald 
Rosenstrauch. 


"We lost about $200,000 in stores 


that do about $12 million a year In 
business," he said. 


Bosenstrauch's 
comments 
were 


made at a meeting of the Consumer 
Law Training Center, a pilot program 
in consumer education. Its aim: train- 
ing community leaders and social ser- 
vice workers to help their members 
become better buyers of goods and 
services. 


The federally funded program is ad- 


ministered and taught by New York 
Law School, the New York Public In- 
terest Research Group, Inc. and 
Brooklyn Legal Services Corporation 
B in New York City as a pilot for 


communities all over the United 
States. 


Most who attend the sessions are 


fulltime staff members of antipoverty 
organizations in the New York City 
metropolitan area. 


One participant is Jeffrey Abrandt, 


a second year law student from 
Flushing in the Queens borough of 
New York City, who made a study of 
supermarket shopping for the CLTC 
program. 


He found about half the purchases 


of an average supermarket customer 
are made on impulse, buying items 
not on the shopper's list. 


Abrandt said some impulse items 


are high-markup products such as ra- 
zor blades, candy and photographic 
film that are cheaper in discount 
drugstore or variety store. 


He criticized end displays as mani- 


pulative: candy, soda and snacks are 
displayed at child's eye level to 
coerce adult shoppers into buying un- 
wanted, and often low-nutrition, high- 
cost products. 


End of aisle displays of large num- 


bers of a product give the impression 
of a' sale of nonsale items, he said. 
Overflowing bins are used for the 
same reason. 


Merchants who coordinate advertis- 


ing with store displays can increase 
their sales 15 to 25 per cent, he said. 


Abrandt said many market recipe 


planners and weekly meal plan liter- 
ature more often benefit the store 
than its customer because the mate- 
rial usually requires the purchase of 
products not on sale. It helps a mer- 
chant get rid of hard-to-sell items, she 
said. 


He said meat departments also are 


traps for the unwary. Stores hike 
prices substantially when they cut or 
trim meat or poultry, "something you 
can do at home just as Well as they 
can," he said. "The more you do for 
yourself, the better off you'll be. 


He said family packs in the meat 


department often are a device to get 
rid of inferior cuts of meat, and they 


frequently cost more per pound than 
individual meat cuts. 


Abrandt said cuts of meat similar in 


taste and quality rarely are displayed 
together because-their separation dis- 
courages shoppers from comparing 
prices and selecting the best buy, he 
added. 


He warned against nonsale specials 


and featured items. 


"Check to make sure it is a sale 


price. You could beat the system if 
you bought only specials in each su- 
permarket."

Spitting wine isn't mandatory

Thirty-five California winegrowers 


filed out of the .brilliant sunshine of a 
Paris suburb and into a dank hillside 
cave on a recent weekend of French 
winetasting. 


A former chalk quarry, the cave 


was used by the Germans during 
World War II as a hospital and an 
ammunition factory. Now it is called 
"Le Chemin de la Vigne" and used 
for storing and bottling wine. 


WINETASTING has nothing of the 


ritual of, say, the Japanese tea cere- 
mony. It nicely mixes business with 
pleasure and it is the soul of informal- 
ity. 


For example, the floor of the cave's 


wine-tasting section was covered with 
sand — six inches deep — so the 
tasters could spit. 


Spitting is not mandatory. Many of 


the Californians preferred to swallow 
their sips of wine, which was safe 
enough since only five wines were 
being tasted. 


Why are Californians so interested 


in French wines? 


"We can find out about the French 


technology, we can read all the liter- 
ature, without leaving home," said 
Louis Martini, owner of the winery 
that bears his name. "But you have to 
come to France to find out about their 
style of wine, their soil and climate. 


"IT'S ALWAYS interesting to know 


what the same variety of grape will 
do under different conditions." 


Andre Tchelistcheff, of the Napa 


Valley's Simi winery, went a step fur- 
ther. 


''Let me turn your question 


around," he said. "Why are French 
winegrowers coming to California so 
much these days? Because we are 
second only to them and soon we shall 
overtake them. That doesn't mean we 
can't have friendly exchanges. 


Puzzles solved 


A new research facility is designed 


in Grand Forks, N.D., to solve nutri- 
tion puzzles. 


The U.S. Dept. of Agriculture Hu- 


man Nutrition Laboratory, an eight- 
bed metabolic unit, resembles a small 
hospital ward. It will enable scientists 
of the USDA Agricultural Research 
Service to study the way in which 
some nutrients in a person's diet in- 
fluence requirements for other nutri- 
ents. 


The subjects of the study will be 


live-in, healthy volunteers participat- 
ing in carefully controlled studies, in- 
cluding physiologic influences on nu-

trient requirements. The studies will 
complement cooperative and colla-

borative research with hospitals and

States.

THE STONE ceiling of the old quar- 


ry, thrown into relief by indirect light- 
ing, arched 20 feet above .the'floor. 
The temperature in the cave was a 
chilly 53 degrees and you could see 
your breath. 


The wine, half a dozen bottles of 


each of the five varieties, sat on two 
long wooden tables. 


There was a pleasant, no-nonsense 


air about the tasting. Host Stephen 
•Spurrier,t an Englishman who has 
made a career of the wine trade and 
who owns wine shops in both London 
and Paris opened the bottles himself 
with a plain corkscrew. 


Today, he said, low-priced wines 


from the Loire Valley would be 
tasted, "All going for four to eight 
francs ($1 or $2) a bottle — what you 
would call jug wine in the United 
States." 


With engaging candor, Spurrier de- 


scribed one rose wine that was being 
tasted as "pleasant and refreshing, 
but not to be taken seriously." 


FRESHLY-CUT slabs of coarse-tex- 


tured country bread were laid out to 
"clean the palate," as the saying 
goes, before moving from one wine to 
the next. 


Not everyone bothered with the 


bread until after the winetasting, 
when it was time to dig into a spread 
of country pate, spicy sausage and 
Brie cheese — along with more wine, 
of course. 


Novelist Arthur Hailey, author of 


such best-sellers 
as 
"Airport," 


"Wheels" and "The Moneychangers," 
has a longtime acquaintance with the 
Napa Valley. He and his wife have 


bought a vineyard there for their chil- 
dren. 


Hailey suggested that California 


wines are better in the ordinary 
grades than French wine and as good 
or better in the medium and upper 
grades, "But perhaps they don't reach 
the heights of the great First Growths 
of France — Latour, Margaux and so 
on." 


L a n k y bespectacled Christopher 


Brix of the Napa Valley's Chappellet 
Vineyards, said the expedition had 
given him a few ideas. 


"Ordinary French wine is drunk 


while it's still quite young," he said. 
"We get more age on the bottle before 
we sell it. Maybe we ought to try sell- 
ing it when it's six months old."

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Even when off their diets 
Low-cal sandwich is family treat 


by LOIS SEILER 


Like many people these days, Mari- 


lyn Armstrong, Mount Prospect, is an 
"off again - on again" dieter, she 
said. But her Dieters' Delight sand- 
wich, hearty and low in calories, is so 
good she makes it regularly, weight 
watching or not. And it appeals to her 
husband, Bob, who often diets with 


her. 


Assembled in layers, the sandwich 


consists of toast, tuna, mushrooms, 
cooked asparagus of broccoli, tomato 
and a slice of cheese. Marilyn pops it 
under the broiler a few minutes be- 
fore serving. 


But the sandwich and Marilyn's 


Sweet and Sour Tuna Salad make de- 


lightful luncheon for guests, whether 
anyone is dieting or not. 


Marilyn revised a regular tuna sal- 


ad recipe to conform to one per- 
missible for dieters. She mixes tuna 
with a small amount of mayonnaise, 
vinegar and a sugar substitute. Dill 
pickles, onions and celery are used as 
low calorie fillers. She varies the rec- 
ipe, sometimes substituting green 
pepper and carrot. Because three tea- 
spoons of mayonnaise per day are 
permitted by Weight Watchers, that is 
the amount Marilyn uses in this rec- 
ipe. 


The tangy sweet-sour salad flavor is 


different than any Marilyn has ever 
tasted. Leftovers never get a fishy 
taste and are just as palatable the 
next day, she said. 


During winter months, she serves 


the salad on a lettuce leaf garnished 
with cherry tomatoes. During the 
summer months, when beautiful fresh 
tomatoes are available, she uses the 
salad as a tomato stuffing. 


For dessert Marilyn suggests grape- 


fruit halves, fresh pineapple, fresh 
strawberries. Confectioner's 
sugar 


is available to non-dieters for dipping. 
Fresh pineapple chunks may also be 
served. 


When dieting, Marilyn considers 


cooking a challenge and finds that 
many menus can easily be adapted 
-for a'family. 


A member of COULD and Pi Beta 


Phi Alumnae Club, Marilyn works 
part time driving a school bus. Sew- 
ing and gardening are her favorite 
hobbies.

Milk blamed for decay 


Two Penn State University re- 


searchers think commercial heat pro- 
cessing of milk powders may be a key 
factor in tooth decay because the pro- 
cessing destroys an essential amino 
add, lysine. 


In a laboratory study of white rats, 


the researchers found the heat treat- 
ment caused a SO per cent decrease in 
the lysine content of powdered milk 
and resulted in increased tooth decay. 
They said the severity of decay also 
increased. 


Clam catch 


Price increases on canned clam 


chowder, canned chopped clams and 
fried clams for restaurant use are 
predicted by a major manufacturer, 
as a result of rising demand and decr- 
easing supplies of surf clams. 


This variety is taken largely from 


ocean waters off the coasts of Virgin- 
ia and New Jersey, says a spokes- 
woman for Brodon Foods, who said 
bad weather off the East Coast this 
past winter greatly reduced the clam 
catch. 


The size of catches also was re- 


duced, apparently because the clams 
have not been able to reproduce rap- 
pkBy enough after a year of heavy 
fishing. 


The findings were presented by Ira 


Wolinsky, an associate professor of 
nutrjtion, and Jeffrey A. Senior, a 
graduate student, at the 60th annual 
meeting, of the Federation of Ameri- 
can Societies for Experimental Biolo- 
gy. 


Lynn Brinkman, a former Penn 


State faculty' member, co-authored 
the report. 


The researchers said a Perm State 


study now is being conducted to deter- 
mine the possible effect of lysine 
deprivation on the absorption of cal- 
cium from the diet into blood and 
bone tissue in animals. 


They said test results would be im- 


portant for understanding how lysine 
protects against cavities. 


Packaging costs 


Twenty-three cents of every dollar 


spent on food represents the cost of 
processing and packaging, says Janet 
Wilson, consumer education specialist 
at the University of Nebraska in Lin- 
coln. 


Ms. Wilson says processing alone 


accounts for more than half the total 
price of the food. 


"As for packaging, you sometimes 


pay more for the container than the 
farmer is being paid for the food it- 
self," she said.

Experience helps win another trip 


For a woman who never cooked be- 


fore she was married, Mrs, John Sis- 
son, Palatine, does pretty well. 


Recently she, along with Karen Ann 


Pascente, 
12, Arlington 
Heights, 


named a Pillsbury Bake-off finalist— 
the second time in four years for that 
honor. As a finalist, she received $100 
and a heavy-duty electric mixer. 


ALTHOUGH HER mother never 


allowed Suzanne to cook, she did give 
her a cookbook for a wedding gift. 
"She told me that anyone who could 
read could cook," Suzanne laughed. 


Eight years later, Suzanne has be- 


come the expert at taking a recipe 
and altering it to suit her family's 
needs*

"There aren't any new recipes any- 


more," she said. "There are simply 
variations on what we've made be- 
fore." 


To qualify as a Bake-off finalist her 


entry, which is in the refrigerated 
yeast-dough division, had to taste 
good; have popular appeal; use com- 
mon, kitchen Ingredients; be relative- 


ly low in cost; and require easy prep- 
aration. Nutrition is also considered, 
said Suzanne. 


WHEN SHE BECAME a finalist 


several years ago with her Fudge 
Brownie Ring Cake, she said it was 
"just luck." 


After attending that bake-off in San 


Francisco she learned how com- 
plicated the judging of entries is. She 
entered again last year but didn't win 
the trip to the bake-off. 


"It's frustrating to achieve some- 


thing that great and not know why," 
she said, "This time I learned from 
the experience. I thought, 'gee, if I 
don't make it this year I'm never go- 
ing to try again." " 


"BUT I DID enter and it worked 


out." 


The bake-off this year is scheduled 


for late August in Boston. There, Su- 
zanne will compete for prizes in her 
division ranging from $2,000 to $25,000. 
Total prize money at the bake-off is 
$81,000. 


As a finalist several years ago, Su- 


zanne toured Disneyland, filmed tele- 
vision segments with personalities 
like Bob Barker and Monty Hall, 
toured Universal studios and attended 
lots of parties, she said. 


"If you win money, that's nice. But 


I'm going because the people are 
so nice," she said. 


Suzanne, a mother of two young 


sons, is forbidden to divulge the name 
or ingredients in this year's bake-off 
entry. Instead, here is her winning 
recipe from several years ago. 


FUDGE BROWNIE RING CAKE 
1 box fudge brownie mix 
1 box coconut almond 


frosting 


2 eggs 


2/3 cups milk 


1 cup sour cream 
Combine all ingredients and stir 


well with wooden spoon until blended, 
about 15 seconds. Pour into bundt pan 
and bake at 350 degrees until done, 
about 60 minutes. Remove from oven. 
Cool.

Sisson, Palatine, was a Pillsbury Bake-off finalist, 
she was "very surprised and practically in tears," 
she said. The Bake-off, which is held this August in

than achieving recognition

doing," Suzanne said.

said the heat and the overflow crowd 
created an unexpected problem Tues- 


day at Forest View High School. Cere- 
monies were'to be held in the gymna- 
sium, with the speakers and presenta- 
tions to be made from the stage.

Referendum 
on treasurer's 
position urged 


by JOE FRANZ 


Talk of abolishing the post of city 


treasurer in Des Plaines has been re- 
vived, with one alderman calling for 
the matter to be put to a referendum 
in the municipal election next April. 


Aid. Gerald Meyer. 7th, this week 


said that although he does not have 
strong feelings about abolishing the 
post, he believes voters should j>e giv- 
en the opportunity to voice their pref- 
erences in a referendum. 


"I think we should move now so 


that we can get this on the ballot in 
the next .election." he said. 


The proposal has been referred to 


the city council's city code and 
judiciary committee for study. 


IN THE LAST few years, city offi- 


cials on a number of occasions have 
talked 
about abolishing the city 


treasurer's post or making it a part- 
time job and reducing its $12,000 an- 
nual salary. Proponents of the move 
contend all or many of the treasurer's 
duties could be assumed by the city 
comptroller. 


The city council in November 1974 


voted down a proposal calling for a 
referendum to decide whether to abol- 
ish the post. 


City Treasurer Thomas Mahon was 


elected in 1D73 on a platform that he 
would accept only $6,000 a year and 
that he would work to eliminate the 
post eventually. 


Mahon said Wednesday that while 


he might supporl a referendum to 
abolish the post, he believes it would 
be better for the city to wait until 
April 1979. 


"I think having a referendum on 


abolishing the treasurer's position at 
the same time that you would be elec- 
ting a person to the position would be 
a problem," Mahon said. "I think it 
would be extremely difficult because 
you'd have to find candidates that 
would be willing to go along with what 
was decided in the referendum."

MAHON, WHO EARLIER this year 


announced that he would be a candi- 
date for mayor next year, said he be- 
lieves the city council should make 
the treasurer's post part-time until 
1979 and reduce the annual salary to 
$2,500 or $3,000. 


"I think that would be the sensible 


way to do it," he said. "That way, the 
voters could decide in an 
off-year 


election whether they want to elimi- 
nate the position." 


Mahon said that for the first eight 


months of his term as city treasurer, 
he worked about 20 hours a week, but 
now he works only an average of 
about 14 to 15 hours a week. 


As treasurer he is responsible for 


the payroll, fire and police pension 
funds, special assessments, the bond 
register, the city's outstanding debts 
and the register of bills. The city 
treasurer also holds the post of city 
collector. 


MAHON SAID IF the treasurer's 


post is made part-time, he believes 
the city comptroller should assume all 
financial duties except signing city 
checks and the responsibility for the 
police and fire pension funds. 


Mahon believes there may be more 


aldermen willing to make the treas- 
urer's job part-time than there are 
those who would favor abolishing the 
position.

he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is no* 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this morning, say they will 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pifcarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


was the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged Wednesday 
wtth an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win In Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


'Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-Ill., released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 
• 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The 
vice presidential nomine* 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of .State Michael J. Hewlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added'his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson 
and uncommitted dele- 


gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from 
U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., .U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U.S. Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter. 


Humphrey stopped short of endors-

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Views sought on sewer upgrading 


Des Plalnes officials have decided 


they want opinions from 60 property 
owners on the city's West Side before 
deciding whether to assess the resi- 
dents for $213,000 in water main and 
sanitary sewer construction. 


The city council took the action on 


the recommendation of the city coun- 
cil's water and sewer committee. Aid. 
Thomas Koplos, 1st, committee chair- 
man, said the city should delay the 
special assessment until residents are 
given an opportunity to make their 
wishes known to the city. 


The board of local improvements 


recommended the special assessment 
at a meeting last month at which sev- 
eral residents objected to the pro- 
posed Improvements. 


THE PROPERTY where the im- 


provements are proposed is bounded 
on the north by Lincoln Avenue, on 
the south by Oakton St:at, on the 
east by Ridge Lane and on the west 
by Elmhurst Road. Sanitary sewers 
are lacking throughout the area, but 
only Lincoln Avenue and Short Ter- 
race are without water mains. 


The water and sewer committee has 


recommended the city notify residents 
about the estimated cost per property 
owner for the proposed project. 


Harold Kehrer, a member of the 


board, estimated that residents will 
be assessed about $25 per front foot 
for sanitary sewers and $25 per front 
foot for water mains. A property own- 
er with 75 feet of frontage needing 
both sanitary sewers and water mains 
will be assessed about $3,750, 


Board officials said property owners 


could pav the assessment over a 10- 
year period. 


THE AREA HAS been part of the 


city for some time, but it still is 
served by wells and septic systems, 


A poll of residents at last month's 


board meeting showed seven in favor 
and 27 against installation of the sani- 
tary sewers and six for and 29 against 
putting in water mains. 


Many of those opposing the im-

Angry over drainage ditch 
Village threatens to deny 
Levitt Co. future work 


IT'S GONNA BE COLD. David Koleno, 3, crouches 
sprinkler.

in anticipation of an icy shower from the lawn 
way to beat the summer's first heat wave. 


Buffalo Grove Village Board mem- 


bers, angry over continued disrepair 
of the Aspen drainage ditch, have ad- 
vised Levitt and Sons Inc. that any 
more delays could result in denial of 
future construction requests. 


Levitt, the developer of Strathmore 


subdivision, northeast of Arlington 
Heights and Checker roads, is respon- 
sible for restoring a portion of the 
ditch north of Twisted Oak Lane un- 
der a 1973 agreement with the village 
that allowed them to build in the area. 


Village officials say a retaining wall 


must be erected and weed growth 
must be controlled with the planting 
of appropriate groundcover before the 
agreement is fulfilled. 


Village Pres. Edward Fabish with 


board approval directed Village Engi- 
neer Arnold Seaberg "to talk to Levitt 
advising them the board is very dis- 
turbed about. Aspen ditch and can't 
deal with anything in the future in 
that frame of mind." 


LEVITT IS planning to come to the 


board shortly with a request for con- 
struction of thee houses in Lake Coun- 
ty Strathmore subdivision, said Wil- 
liam Whited, village administrative 
assistant.' 
- "It's a pressure thing rather than a 
legal tiling," Whited said. "It would 
now be good politics on the part of the 
developer to fix up Aspen ditch if they 
want their homes approved." 


The board stopped short of telling 


Levitt specifically that it would not 
approve housing requests because of 
the ditch problems when Village Att,y. 
Richard Raysa said such an action 
would not be legal. 


The ditch repairs involve about 200 


feet adjacent to the John Molitor resi- 
dence at 1141 Twisted Oak Ln. Molitor 
has complained to the village about 
poor maintenance of the ditch for sev- 
eral years, he said. 


"It'S BEEN LIKE pulling teeth,'1 he 


said. "The whole thing is being done 
incompetently." 


Molitor said the weed growth is a 


"heck of an eyesore" and the collap- 
sing retaining wall on one side and 
lack of a retaining wall on the other is 
a "very bad hazard" to children. 


Levitt has tried to plant crownvetch 


on the slope before, but it has died and 
weeds have replaced it, according to 
Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


Larson said he has talked with Harry 


Sleek, Levitt engineer, "many, many 
times" about repairing the ditch, but 
is not satisfied with the progress. 
Sleek could not be reached for com- 
ment. 


Village Trustee 
John Marienthal 


said the board's anger stems from 
"the number of times we have had to 
review it. 


"This has been an ongoing situation 


for a couple of years now. It was sup- 
posed to have been done right the first 
time," he said.

Pikarsky asks of press

M i l t o n Pikarsky, the Regional 


Transportation Authority's embattled 
chairman, went courting Wednesday 
to win editorial support from the sub- 
urban press. 


At a luncheon at the Chicago Yacht 


Club, Pikarsky said he needs the sub- 
urban press "to get the facts before 
the people" in his battle with the four 
suburban RTA directors. 


The suburban directors are D. Dan- 


iel Baldino, Evanston; Gene Leonard, 
Oak Forest; Jerry Boose, St. Charles, 
and Richard Newland, Waukegan. 


The four suburban directors have 


threatened to block passage of the 
197(5-77 budget unless Pikarsky re- 
signs his $72,500 a year post. They 
charge Pikarsky is an inept adminis- 
trator. 


"I PLAN TO GO public, as I am 


now,'1 Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
'over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this mormng, say they wiD 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


was the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public. By com-

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party 
emerged 
Wednesday 


with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1.122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win hi Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful pemocrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
• pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson. D-IIL, released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great' ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows tHe fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. • 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The vice presidential nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month/ 
Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett, who 
beat Walker in a 'bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, .Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he^has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson and uncommitted dele- 
gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from U.S. Sen. Henry 
Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined te join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U . S . Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter. 


Humphrey stopped short of endors-

n e y , said Wheeling's withdrawal 
would severely cut revenues to the 
district.

cilities with the money on hand and to 
seek the remainder of the money 
from the state of Illinois. 


The state is being sued by the Spe- 


cial Education District of Lake County 
for money withheld from the district 
by the bovernor's school aid vetos. 


District officials say the state owes 


the district $700,000 from money with- 
held for the past two years. 


The physically handicapped 
stu- 


dents are currently taught in mobile 
classrooms at a Mundelein elementa- 
ry school. The hearing impaired stu- 
dents are taught in classrooms pro- 
vided by the 41-member districts. 


MUNDELEIN School Dist. 75 board 


member Leroy Weinbrenner told the 
board his 7-year-old daughter has im- 
paired hearing and has been in four 
different schools and will be sent to a 
fifth next year. 


"These kids have a communication 


problem to start with and we are 
making them go out and make new 
friends every year. I think we owe it 
to these kids to provide permanent 
bpace." Weinbrenner said. 


If the state does not come up with 


the remainder of the money, the two- 
cent assessment can be reconsidered, 
or an alternative plan suggested by 
Mundelein Dist. 75 officials could be 
implemented. 


Under the Dist. 75 proposal, a refer- 


endum would be passed by a local dis- 
trict to build a facility. The building 
would then be leased to the special 
education district, spreading payment 
of the cost of the building over several 
years.

Fire district officials also said 


Wheeling's withdrawal would isolate 
portions of the fire district east and 
south of the village. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said 


Wheeling has been "Santa Clause for 
so many years and we've done a good 
job." 


"WE'VE GIVEN protection and we 


would still do it. But Wheeling isn't 
getting its fair share of the money. 
We're asking for disannexation or a 
more equitable distribution of the 
funds," he said. 


Trustee William Hein said Wheeling 


is "doing more than its fair share." 


"We're willing to give protection to 


the unincorporated areas but we 
would like to be on our own. Our de- 
partment is growing and we would 
like it to keep growing," he said. 


Hein said fire district trustees were 


holding the July 17 ambulance tax 
referendum because "a certain por- 
tion of your district can't keep up its 
existing ambulance service. You've 
never been approached by the villtge 
of Wheeling," he said. Buffalo Grove 
fire officials have said their ambu- 
lance service will have to be cut with- 
out the ambulance tax. 


SCANLON SAID the fire district 


board is a "political plum." 


"You've got Republicans on the 


board — there is no way in hell 
Wheeling can come out on top in this 
tiling," he said. 


Lemke denied the charge, saying 


fire district trustees are appointed by 
the president of the Cook County 
board. 


"As far as I know, there is no politi- 


cal connection," he said. 


Lemke said he will meet with the 


mayors of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights within 30 days 
to discuss a plan for creating munici- 
pal departments.

Police turning on to CB network

Wheeling Police Lt. Ronald'Nelson 


recalls the time 'he watched from 
shore as a small boat burned in the 
waters off a Florida coast. 


Nelson, a Citizens' Band radio oper- 


ator, was able to call for help from a 
unit in his car. The incident convinced 
him of thet lifesaving potential of the 
Citizens' Band radio. 


"There wasn't anyone around and 


we were miles from a telephone. If I 
hadn't had the radio, I would have 
been able to do absolutely nothing," 
he said. 


NELSON'S EXPERIENCE with CB 


radios is being used in a new Wheel- 
ing Police Dept. program to exit re- 
sponse time in emergency situations, 
such.as automobile accidents. Police 
officers monitor channel 9, the emer- 
gency CB channel, 24-hours a day 
from a base station in-the radio room. 


"During the first 10 days we were in 


operation, we received about 30 calls 
from citizens. None of them amounted 
to a great deal — accidents without 
serious iniuries or car breakdowns— 
but it could have made, a difference in 
a life 01; death situation," he said. 


Nelson said a recent incident in- 


volved a woman reporting a car 
breakdown at Palatine 
and 
Wolf 


roads. 


"Our officer hedrd it on the radio 


and immediately picked up a phone 
and called Cook County police. It's 
amazing the information that's passed 
around — references to traffic condi- 
tions the officer on the beat is not 
aware of," he said. 


NELSON SAID monitoring a CB ra-. 


dio at -the police station cuts out "the 
middleman." 


"The fellow on the road can call di- 


rect from the scene and we can ques- 
tion him directly. We don't have to 
wait for the police officer to arrive 
before dispatching an ambulance," he 
said. 


Statistics indicated that 75 per cent 


- of the vehicles on the road will be 


equipped with citizens' band radios by 
1980, Nelson said, noting that the units 
can be used to improve law enforce- 
ment. 


"Right now we're in the planning 


stages of a program that would use 
citizens' band operators as the eyes 
and ears of the police department to 
report thefts or vandalims in prog- 
ress. Our effectiveness in locating 


wanted persons or vehicles would be 
increased many times," he said. 


NELSON SAID the CB operators 


would not be used for enforcement but 
"would report back to us so we can 
place squad cars' in strategic loca- 
tions." 


Nelson said the police are currently 


using an early model citizens' band 


radio base station found in a village 
hall storeroom. He said he plans to 
ask the village board to provide por- 
table CB radios for all police cars. 


Nelson said the radios will not only 


reduce response time to accidents but 
also would increase driver arrests by 
monitoring CB reports of erratic driv- 
ing and defective vehicles. He said 


the radios also can be used to estab- 
lish better 
police-community rela- 


tions. 


"If used properly, the system could 


develop to the point where citizens 
will be able to talk directly to a squad 
car on a one-to-one basis. That's a re- 
source we never dreamed could be- 
come a reality," ne said.

Pikarsky seeks support of press

approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged 
Wednesday 


with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win In Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or . have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that be has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


. 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I11., released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The 
vice presidential nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the -convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added, 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 


(by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Howlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 
• Top Carter advisers have told The 
Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Cartel- and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over sortie of the 
Stevenson 
and uncommitted dele- 


gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination.

The ordinance also brings the vil- 


lage's treatment of stray animals in 
line with state law. If an animal's 
owner is unknown, the animal will be 
held for 72 hours before being de- 
stroyed or put up for adoption If the 
owner Is known, the animal will be 
held seven days before action is tak- 
en. 


Currently, the village holds all 


strays for only 72 hours 


OTHER PROVISIONS of the new 


ordinance prohibit letting any animal 
run at large, make excessive noise, 
enter any school, public hall, store or 
business associated with food, use any 
public way unless on a leash no longer 
than eight feet, be kept in unsanitary 
conditions, defecate on other than the 
owner's property, injure plantings on 
other's property or molest people and 
other animals. 


There is a fine of between $10 and 


S50o for each offense and licenses can 
be revoked. 


Officials say the ordinance is aimed 


at protecting the animals and provid- 
ing security for the residents, while at 
the same time providing for a method 
to deal tvith animal problems and de- 
veloping a program encouraging "re- 
sponsible pet ownership ... and popu- 
lation control" 


The ordinance also prohibits the 


keeping of "livestock or poultry" in 
lesidentiat areas. 


The ordinance was adopted unani-

M i l t o n Pikarsky, the Regional 


Transportation Authority's embattled 
chairman, went courting Wednesday 
to win editorial support from the sub- 
urban press. 


At a luncheon at the Chicago Yacht 


Club, Pikarsky said he needs the sub- 
urban press "to get the facts before 
the people" in his battle with the four 
suburban RTA directors. 


The suburban directors are D. Dan- 


iel Baldino, Evanston; Gene Leonard, 
Oak Forest; Jerry Boose, St. Charles, 
and Richard Newland, Waukegan. 


The four suburban directors have 


threatened to block passage of the 
1976-77 budget unless Pikarsky re- 
signs his $72,500 a year post. They 
charge Pikarsky is an inept adminis- 
trator. 


"I PLAN TO GO public, as I am 


now," Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this morning, say they will 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


was the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged 
Wednesday 


with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1.122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen, Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention, 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win tn Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats 
will ensure a 


first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,303 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game," 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson. D-I11,, released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with'a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that, he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The 
vice presidential 
nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Howlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the'state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson and uncommitted dele- 
gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from U.S. Sen. 
Henry 
Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U . S . Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as s 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take ths nomination away from 
Carter.

Meyer-council political warfare 
at root of confusing referendum

A news analysis 


The choice facing Rolling Meadows 


voters Saturday Is confusing, but the 
significance is compelling. 


For seldom do voters have the op- 


portunity, as Rolling Meadows resi- 
dents will Saturday, to decide if their 
f o r m of government should be 
changed. 


The debate surrounding the up- 


coming referendum has been running 
for months, but the quarrels between 
Mayor Roland J. Meyer and dissident 
city aldermen, which are at the root 
of the referendum, have been fester- 
ing for years. 


AT THE HEART of the referendum 


proposal is a political battle between 
Meyer and the aldermen who are at- 
tempting to curb his powers. 


The city's current mayor-city council 


form of government gives the mayor 
with the consent of the city council, 
powers to appoint department heads 
and the city manager. The manager 
functions primarily as an adminis- 
trator. 


A strong manager form of govern- 


ment gives appointment powers and 
employe hiring and firing powers to 
the manager. That is the system city 
aldermen say they want to see 
adopted, but switching to that system 
could bring a total revamping of the 
city's representative structure. 


AND THEREIN lies all the con- 


fusion. 


Saturday's ballot has been worded 


with three questions: 


• Shall the City of Rolling Meadows 


adopt the managerial form of munici- 
pal government?

• Shall the City of RollingMeadows, 


if it adopts the magerial form of 
municipal government, continue to 
elect aldermen from wards? 


• Shall only one alderman here- 


after be elected from each ward if the 
City of Rolling Meadows adopts the 
managerial form of municipal govern- 
ment and also elects to continue the 
aldermanic organization for the City 
Council? 


The second question was included 


by aldermen in an attempt to keep 
their elected council seats. The third 
was added by Meyer to attempt to cut 
the council in half. 


"The first question is the key," City 


Atty. Donald Rose has said. If that 
question is passed, the city's govern- 
ment will change. If it is not passed, 
no changes will take place no matter 
what the vote totals are on the follow- 
ing two questions. 


If the first question receives a ma- 


jority vote and the second and third 
questions are defeated, the city's gov- 
ernment will radically change in April 
1977 when the next city elections are 
held. 


IT WILL MEAN the city will adopt 


a strong manager system and hold a 
general election in April 1977 to elect 
four commissioners at-large as well 
as a mayor, city treasurer.and city 
clerk to form the new government.

Pikarsky asks of press

M i l t o n Pikarsky. the Regional

St. Charles, 
and Richard Newland, Waukegan. 


The four suburban directors have 


threatened to block passage of the 
1976-77 budget unless Pikarsky re- 
signs his $72,500 a year post. They 
charge Pikarsky is an inept adminis- 
trator. 


"I PLAN TO GO public, as I am 


now." Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this morning, say they will 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


was, the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public.

MEYER HAD CALLED for public 


hearings on the matter but failed to 
win encouragement from aldermen, 
some of whom scoffed at the idea sim- 
ply because it came from the man 
who is the target of their criticism. 
The aldermen in turn chided Meyer 
for not calling hearings on his own if 
he felt they were necessary. 
Eight of the aldermen did distribute 
leaflets recommending that residents 
vote "yes" on the first two questions 
and "no" on the third. Debate on the 
merits of the referendum has been 
lost in what has become a kind of 
showdown between Meyer and the 
city council. 


In the smoke of that battle, though, 


lurk several factors largely ignored 
by the officials, factors which only 
further complicate the matter. 


Among those factors is a state law 


that will require the city's ward com- 
position to increase from five to seven 
once the population reaches 20,000, 
With the city's population now at 
19,785, it is not unlikely that the ward 
changes could come in the near fu- 
ture. 


AND DEPENDING upon the out- 


come of Saturday's referendum, if a 
ward system is retained, the popu- 
lation increase will mean either a 14- 
member council of two aldermen per 
ward or a seven-member council of 
one alderman per ward. 


Still remaining, too, is the choice of 


a new city manager, a choice which 
no matter what the outcome of the 
referendum, will still rest with Meyer 
and the council. 


The potpourri churning in Satur- 


day's referendum kettle is perplexing 
to be sure, but the importance of the 
decision being posed to city residents 
cannot be discounted. 


But with all its complexities, the 


referendum's greatest shortcomings 
could be the specter that its unclarity 
will keep a majority of voters away 
from the polls, too confused to cast 
their ballots at all. 


ROLLING MEADOWS' ward system could be abolished if voters Satur- 
day approve a managerial form of government with city council mem- 
bers elected at-large. Polls will be open in each ward from 6 a.m. to 6 
p.m. 


Referendum issue seen at a glance 


The city's government will change 


if a majority vote is cast on the first 
question in Saturday's referendum. If 
the first question fails, no government 
changes will take place regardless of 
the vote total on the succeeding two 
questions. 


Here is what voting combinations 


will mean; 


• Passage of question one alone 


will mean a strong manager form of 
government with a city council of four 
commissioners elected at-large. 


• Passage of only question one and 


two will mean the retention of a 10- 


roember city council elected from 
wards and the adoption of a strong 
manager system. 


• Passage of all three questions 


will mean the adoption of the strong 
manager system and a reduction in 
the number of aldermen per ward 
from two to one. A five-member city 
council will result. 


Question two cannot be put into ef- 


fect without passage of question one 
and question three cannot be put into 
effect without passage of both ques- 
tions one and two. 


It all began 
with Watson 
resignation 


The scenario leading to Saturday's 


Rolling Meadows managerial referen- 
dum began eight months ago almost 
immediately after the resignation of 
City Mgr. James Watson. 


Watson announced in September he 


would leave Oct. 1 the managerial 
post he had held since 1969. His resig- 
nation came amid criticism for budg- 
etary errors and speculation that he 
had fallen from favor with Mayor Ro- 
land J. Meyer. 


The manager's post Watson held is 


primarily an administrative one, with 
the power to hire and fire city depart- 
ment heads and employes resting with 
Meyer and the consent of the city 
council. 


Charges of patronage often have 


been leveled against Meyer by some 
aldermen who have hit his appoint- 
ment powers. 


THE MOVE TO change those pow- 


ers began in earnest the day after 
W a t s o n ' s formal resignation an- 
nouncement, with the city council fi- 
nance committee calling for an ordi- 
nance change to increase the new 
manager's powers. 


In November, the city council voted 


to hold a referendum, but in a sur- 
prise move Meyer told the council he 
would push to include a question ask- 
ing for a reduction in aldermanic 
numbers from 10 to 5. 


When the council decided in Febru- 


ary to hold a referendum April 3 ask- 
ing only for a strong manager form of 
government and continued ward rep- 
resentation by 10 aldermen, Meyer ve- 
toed the decision and initiated a citi- 
zen's petition drive to amend the ref- 
erendum. 


Meyer, arguing the aldermanic re- 


duction would be justified if a strong 
manager system were adopted, se- 
cured more than 400 signatures sup- 
porting his stand and calling for a 
three-question referendum including 
the proposed reduction in council size. 


The petitions were filed Feb. 20 in 


Cook County Circuit Court and March 
15 Judge Harry Comerford set June 12 
as the date for the city's referendum.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged Wednesday 
with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win in Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total ot 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support, 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson. D-I11,, released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov, Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The vice presidential nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last mdnth. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Howlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald'Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election, 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson 
and 
uncommitted 
dele- 


gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they woulcf support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from

Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter.

Arlington 
cops guard 
track funds

The Arlington Heights police will 


Hde shotgun on money shipments for 
Arlington Park Race Track while ar- 
mored car drivers continue their 
strike against Brink's Inc. 


Uniformed and plainclothes police- 


men will be used along with an ar- 
mored car driven by policemen to 
protect the track receipts in transit to 
and from banks. 


Arlington Park handles more than 


$1 million a day in wagers and con- 
cession receipts. Tuesday's handle, 
the amount of money wagered on pa- 
rlmutuel tickets, was almost $1,4 mil- 
lion. During the three-day Memorial 
Day weekend, more than $5.3 million 
was bet at the track. 


THE GUARD agreement between 


the track and the village was worked 
out Tuesday when negotiations be- 
tween Brink's and Purolator Security 
Inc.. and armored car drivers and 
vault personnel broke down. 


"We have made arrangements with 


the race track and necessary safety 
precautions have been made to make 
sure the money gets to the bank,'* 
said Capt. Paul Buckholz, deputy po- 
lice chief. 


While declining to give details of the 


police plans, Buckholz said "sufficient 
numbers of policemen will be guard- 
ing the money." 


In addition to the special detail, an 


armored car will be used to safeguard 
the money. 


THE RACE track will pay the vil- 


lage for the men detailed to the guard 
duty and the armored car, Buckholz 
said. 


Local banks and other financial in- 


stitutions will receive police protec- 
tion in cases of "umisally large ship- 
ments," or if the guards' strike drags 
out. he said. 


"We can't go into the armored car 


business, but we will provide protec- 
tion when it is necessary," he said. 


The guards struck the two large se- 


curity companies Tuesday afternoon 
when the negotiations were broken 
off. A strike deadline of midnight Sun- 
day had been extended. 


ERVIN CISAR, Brink's general 


manager, said "it's hard to answer" 
when the strike would be settled. Ci- 
sar said there are no plans to resume 
the suspended contract talks. 


"It usually takes a few days before 


somebody makes a move," he said, 


The last strike against Brink's wns 


in 1956. Six weeks passed then before 
a settlement was reached.

The extra-large basin is needed to 


handle the additional run-off antici- 
pated from 115 acres east of the reten- 
tion area once it is developed, said 
Kenneth Jacobs of Stanley Con- 
sultants. 


TO BUILD the basin as originally 


planned and postpone enlarging it un- 
til the need is proven later would in- 
crease the improvement costs by 
$600,000, Jacobs said. 


The new basin also will be deeper 


than the existing basin and therefore 
will reduce the amount of ground wa- 
ter coming from the east, which now 
causes soggy conditions on the park 
district softball fields, Trustee Frank 
Palmatier said. 


Miller expressed the strongest ob- 


jections against the extra $300,000 ex- 
penditure, saying the enlargement 
should not be made just because the 
village has adopted more stringent 
flood control design rules.

elected in April of 1977 if voter's Sat- 
urday approve a strong manager gov- 
ernment. 


Brissenden said he favors electing 


aldermen at large because he is con- 
cerned about future commercial zon- 
ing near Plum Grove Village, Kir- 
choff Road east of Plum Grove Road.

Heads in Inverness may be counted 


next month in a special census au- 
thorized by the village trustees to 
gain more tax revenue from the state 
and federal government.

of 1,674 persons as reported by the 
U.S. Census Bureau in 1970 now could 
be as high as 2,100 persons.

The village has projected receiving 
$120,000 over the next four years from 
increased taxes based on the revised 
population count. 


Puzey said increased tax revenue

Library budget adopted 
with deficit of $52,635

A $572,500 operating budget, in- 


cluding a $52,635 deficit, was ap- 
proved Wednesday night by the Pala- 
tine Public Library Board. The deficit 
will be absorbed with funds collected 
this year from the sale of the old li- 
brary building. 


The 1976-77 deficit budget repre- 


sents an approximate 13 per cent in- 
crease oveV,last year's-operating ex- 
penses of $506,000. However, library 
officials said a comparison of the two 
budgets is difficult-'Because most of 
last year's expenses%'wfere incurred in 
the old library, which mad fewer em- 
ployes and lower utility costs. 


The district opened a new 41-3 mil- 


lion library at 50() N. Benton Street 
last 
November. The old 
library, 


149 N. Brockway, was sold earlier this 
year for $136,000 to the Countryside 
Unitarian Universalist 
Fellowship, 


which will use the building as a 
church. 


THE LIBRARY board already has 


voted to donate $48,000 of the money 
from the sale'of the old building to the 
Palatine Historical Society to pur- 
chase the 103-year-old house at 224 E. 
Palatine Rd., which will be converted 
into a museum. 


James Orcutt, finance committee 


chairman, said the increase over last 
• 


year's budget was expected because 
of higher costs to operate the new 
building. 


The largest portion of the budget is 


taken- up by salaries, which total 
$348,976. The figure includes a $22,000 
package for pay raises which repre- 
sents an 8.5 per cent overall increase. 


During a finance committee meet- 


ing prior to the board meeting, mem- 
bers debated whether the salary pack- 
age increase should be lower. 


"The cost of living only went up 5 


per cent," Dorothea Gilpin said, "and 
we're looking at a deficit budget." 


"I'M IN FAVOR of a $22,000 pack- 


age and if that's too much, we should 
cut staff, not cut the salaries," Robert 
Dix said. 


Mabel Eilering suggested the board 


consider a 5 per cent overall salary 
increase but Andrea Balcken, admin- 
istrative librarian, said that was 
unacceptable. "To offer a 5 per cent 
raise will create a lot of problems," 
she sid. 


Board members also pointed out 


that the district can anticipate deficit 
budgets for several years to come un- 
less tax revenues increase. 


"We should keep in mind that this 


budget will have a carry-over effect 
next year/' Dix said. "We could have 
a very serious problem." 


ORCUTT, 
HOWEVER, 
disagreed 


and said Dix's projections were based 


on pessimistic projections about tax 
income. 


"In three years we might be forced 


to cut back or do something, but with 
three years to plan, we have enough 
time to see where we're headed," Or- 
cutt said. 


The budget also calls for 
ex- 


penditures of $100,000 for books, down 
$8,500 from last year, and $123,550 for 


, operating expenses, up $6.300 from 


last year. 


Orcutt said future deficits may have 


to be met by borrowing from building 
fund surpluses. He said the library 
board attorney is currently research- 
ing the legality of such a move.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged Wednesday 
with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win in Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I11., released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
.eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 


"The vice presidential nominee, 


should be 'selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 
. , . . •' 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Howlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson and uncommitted dele- 
gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from 
U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U . S . Sen. Hubert' Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter.

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Coin game 
law needs 
study: Rudd 


Game rooms are prohibited in Pala- 


tine but coin-operated electronic game 
machines are located throughout the 
village and officials believe something 
should be done to remedy the dis- 
crepancy. 


In a report to the village board, 


Robert Rudd, administrative assist- 
ant, said a clarification is needed in 
the board's policy to determine how 
many game machines constitute a 
game room, or whether the board 
means in Its policy to prohibit all 
game machines. 


Although the zoning ordinance pro- 


hibits game rooms, "a situation has 
arisen in which several existing es- 
tablishments presently have on the 
premises I'arious game machines," 
Rudd said. Most of the establishments 
hold liquor licenses and several serve 
food. Rudd added. 


He said that while In most cases the 


existence of game machines is not the 
primary usage of the premise, "it is 
mere conjecture as to whether pa- 
trons frequent an establishment pri- 
marily to eat and drink or to play the 
game machines." 


BECAUSE NO guidelines exist to 


determine when the use of game ma- 
chines becomes the principal use of 
an establishment, "the village ordi- 
nances may quite unintentionally per- 
mit game rooms," Rudd said. 


Rudd suggests the board clarify the 


situation by defining a game room, or 
how many machines constitute a 
game room. 


"It is possible that all game ma- 


chines may be prohibited," Rudd 
said. "If this should be the policy, 
there is little need for a definition of 
game room. If there are to be per- 
mitted game devices, It is necessary 
to differentiate between a game room 
and game machines as an ancillary 
use." 


Rudd's report on the subject was 


prompted by an increasing number of 
request* to open game rooms in the 
village. Many surrounding commu- 
nities, including Arlington Heights 
and Schaumburg, specifically prohibit 
g a m e rooms, although Arlington 
Heights permits game machines in es- 
tabtohmente as long n they are not 
the primary use. 


Rudd's report will be presented to 


the village board Monday.

Bill to regulate 
subdivision signs 


An ordinance to regulate the location of subdivision signs on 


parkways in Palatine will be drafted after the Palatine Citizens 
Council reviews a report on the matter prepared by the adminis- 
tration. 


The report, which outlines distances from the street for placing 


subdivision signs so as not to impair motorists' views, was referred 
to the council this week by the planning, building and zoning com- 
mittee and the communications and public relations committee. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said the ordinance was proposed 


because a number of subdivisions have inquired about regulations 
for installing signs. 


The village sign ordinance currently is the only tool for enforcing 


sign regulation, but the ordinance only pertains to sign and mate- 
rial, not distance from streets. 


In its discussion of subdivision signs, the committees also agreed 


to review the sign ordinance. Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones sug- 
gested the ordinance may be too stringent because it bans wooden 
signs because they are combustible. However, schools and parks 
have suchsigns. 


Extension of annex accord OKd 


The planning, building and zoning committee voted to recom- 


mend approval of an extension of the annexation agreement for the 
Cambridge subdivision on Roselle Road, south of Palatine Road. 


The extension-provides that the developers, Kennedy Brothers 


Inc.. Deerfleld, and Butterfield Homes, Inc., Barrington, will be 
allowed to construct two double-faced lighted signs along Roselle 
Road to advertise the subdivision. The agreement calls for removal 
of the signs upon issuance of the last occupancy permit or four 
years from the date of the extension. 


The two companies purchased the area from Richhard J. Brown 


Associates, Inc., developer of the subdivision. 


Panel denies variation request 


The committee agreed with a recommendation from the zoning 


board that a request for a variation to allow construction of a six- 
unit apartment building at 225 W. Slade St. be denied. 


The petitioner, Harold Simons, said he needed the variation to 


make the building economically feasible. The present zoning would 
allow Simons to build a four-unit apartment building on the site. 
However, the zoning board said Simons produced no evidence of 
economic hardship to justify the variation. 


Dist. 15 sets salaries 
Top aides receive 6.1% pay hike 


Top 
administrators

Township Dist. 15 will receive pay in- 
creases averaging 6.1 per cent for the 
1976-77 school year. 


The Dist. 15 Board of Education ap- 


proved these and other salary increas- 
es at its meeting Wednesday. The 
raises approved are about 2 per cent 


less than those granted last year. 


Supt. Frank Whiteley's salary was 


raised 5 per cent from $38,500 to 
$40,425. Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka's 
salary was increased from $33,250 to 
$34,912. 


THE SALARIES OF two assistant 


superintendents, William Colburn and

Marion Omiatek, were raised from 
$32,000 to $33,600. Lorita Langley, as- 
sistant superintendent for special ser- 
vices and community information, re- 
ceived a pay increase from $27,000 to 
$28,620. 


Robert Anderson, administrative as- 


sistant for personnel and planning, 
was granted a 10 per cent salary in- 
crease from $25,000 to $27,500. 


Principals were granted an average 


raise of 5.9 per cent, with the ex- 
ception of two first-year principals 
who received a 17.3 per cent raise. 


Principals' salaries will range from 


$20,493 to $29,741. Last year, they 
earned between $17.470 and $28,023. 
The principals' salaries are based on 
several factors including their admin- 
istrative 
experience, enrollment of 


their schools and the superintendent's 
evaluations. 


A 1976-77 budget of $335,371, an in- 


crease of $6,560 above the current 
budget, has been unanimously ap- 
proved 
by the Inverness 
Village 


Board. 


The budget was computed on an 


assessed valuation of $16 million. The 
present tax rate of 78 cents per $100 
assessed valuation is not expected to 
change, Sandy Johnson, village clerk, 
said. This means residents 
with a 


home assessed at $20,000 would pay 
$156 in village taxes. 


Even though the budget is slightly 


higher than the current one, it is 
aimed at maintaining, not increasing 
services, 
finance chairman Willard 


Buchta told the board.

NEXT YEAR'S budget calls for 


spending an anticipated $192,583 from 
the corporate fund. Among the largest 
appropriations are $15,000 for the sal- 
aries of police officers, marshalls and 
other contract services; $13,000 for 
building inspection, salaries and sup- 
plies; and $8,000 in yearly member- 
ship dues to the Barrington Area 
Council of Governments (BACOG). 


The budget also calls for spending 


$162,788 from special taxes; $27,927 
from federal revenue-sharing funds to 
repair, improve and build drainage 
systems; $35,654 from the street and 


bridge fund to repair, improve and 
maintain streets and bridges; $15,493 
from the Civil Defense fund to buy 
and maintain equipment and supplies; 
and $81,470 to provide police protec- 
tion. 


Last year the village board ap- 


proved appropriations of $328,000, in- 
cluding $138,206 from the corporate 
fund and $190,605 from special taxes.

Inverness OKs special 
census to gain tax revenue 


Heads in Inverness may be counted 


next month in a special census au- 
thorized by the village trustees to 
gain more tax revenue from the state 
and federal government. 


Inverness Village Pres. Russell Pu- 


zey estimated the village population 
of 1.674 persons as reported by the 
U.S. Census Bureau In 1970 now could 
be as high as 2,100 persons. 


The trustees' action was prompted 


by the Barrington village board's au- 
thorization of a similar census last 
fait. That census wilt begin next 
month when census takers arrive in 
the area. Puzey said Inverness may 
be able to commission those same 
census takers for the vi'.lage count. 


The Barrington census was timed 


for the summer months to include col- 
lege students home on vacation, 


Cost for the two-week Barrington 


census has been estimated at $5,000. 
The village has projected receiving 
$120,000 over the next four years from 
increased taxes based on the revised 
population count. 


Puzey said increased tax revenue 


warranted the cost of the census. The 
Inverness village board unanimously 
authorized finance chairman Willard 
Buchta "to investigate and imple- 
ment" a similar census if the cost 
would not exceed $2,500. 


Whether the case will go to trial re- 


mains uncertain. Patrick Tuite, attor- 
ney for the Kohlbergs, requested a 
jury trial last month saying the 
charges against his clients, which 
requests a $65,000 fine and prison 
terms, constituted a criminal charge 
and therefore deserved a jury trial.

Bachhuber said that frequently stu- 
dents will be so excited about gradu- 
ating that after receiving their diplo- 
mas they will nearly walk off the plat- 
form in a daze, missing the stairs. 


"IT'S ALMOST happened several 


times," he said, "but we. kind of guide 
them to the stairs." 


Arthur Artemenko, also of Dist. 214, 


said the heat and tlie overflow crowd 
created an unexpected problem Tues- 


day at Forest View High School. Cere- 
monies were to be held in the gymna- 
sium, with the speakers and presenta- 
tions to be made from the stage. 


Because of the number' of people 


who appeared, the theater also was 
utilized. The theater shares the stage 
with the gym, separated by a parti- 
lion which was opened by officials.

The money will be used to 
purchase additional meters and to 
maintain the lot. 


If the village ultimately condemns 


Boesche's property, two 16-foot by 100- 
foot strips of land will be used to build 
sidewalks and parkways there. "That 
is now his front lawn." Eppley said.

Pikarsky seeks support of press

now," Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no'service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged 
Wednesday 


with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win in Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,305 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone lo get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July.' At almost 
the same time. U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I11., released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be 'a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e f and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson, He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov. Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said, He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president, 


"The 
vice presidential 
nominee 


should be selected by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last 'month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson and uncommitted dele- 
gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from U.S. Sen. Henry 
Jackson, 


D-Wash.. who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho. and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U . S . Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter.

these days — except in Prospect 
Heights, where almost everyone from 
the mayor on down works on a volun- 
tary basis.

The 50-man force answers more than 
300 emergency and fire calls each 
year and receives about $186 per man 
each year, a token amount that barely 
covers gasoline expenses.

Prospect Heights volunteer firemen 
have responded to calls that include 
rescuing a raccoon stuck in a chim- 
ney. And they have never missed a 
call, says Fire Chief Donald Gould, a 
17-year veteran of the force. 


They've rushed pregnant women to 


hospitals just in time to give birth, 
pulled survivors from plane crashes 
and rescued unconscious residents 
from their burning homes. 


"We get up many times in the 


middle of the night to fight someone 
else's fire and cope with someone 
else's problem," Gould said. 


"But, there's a lot of satisfaction in 


knowing you've helped to save a life 
or some property. And that satisfac- 
tion is enough pay for the work we 
do," he said. 


THE VOLUNTEER fire district 


works because there are no industries 
or apartment complexes within its 
boundaries "that would make for big- 
ger, more complicated fire calls," 
Gould said. 


The firemen make the volunteer 


force dependable, because "they feel, 
a commitment to provide their fami- 
lies and their community with the 
protection they need," he said. 
t 


Most fire district residents pay 


about $45 a year in taxes. But that 
cost would quadruple if the fire dis- 
trict hired full-time firemen, Gould 
said.

Court overrules MSD plant challenge 


A U.S. District Court judge has 


ruled against Des Plaines in a lawsuit 
that challenged the federal govern- 
ment's approval of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's O'Hare Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


In the lawsuit, the city charged that 


a U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency environmental impact study 
was inadequate to ensure the safety of 
residents near the sewage treatment 
plant, which is now under construc- 
tion at the southwest corner of Ekn- 
hurst Road and Oakton Street. 


Judge George Leighton ruled Mon- 


day in the MSB's favor after review- 
ing the impact study and briefs filed 
gy the city and MSD. 


A SPOKESMAN for Leighton said 


although the lawsuit was not dis- 
missed, the judge's ruling probably 
will have the same effect. 


The judge is expected to outline the 


reasons for his ruling in a written 
opinion that may be prepared in about 
two weeks. 


James Murray, an attorney for the 


MSD, 
said the judge made the deci- 


sion without conducting a trial.

New park budget to bring tax hike 


The Prospect Heights Park Board 


has approved a $322,704 budget for the 
1976-77 fiscal year, which will cost 
residents about $10 more in annual 
taxes. 


The park board approved its new 


budget following a special public 
hearing Tuesday. 


The budget, a 69 per cent increase 


over last year's $190,591 budget, re- 
flects the additional expense of oper- 
ating the new Gary Morava Recrea- 
tion Center. The district will be pay- 
ing the first full payment on the bonds 
that were sold to finance the center's 
construction and it will be levying 


new police and museum taxes. 


The tax rate will increase from 51.7 


cents per $100 equalized assessed 
valuation to 62.4 cents per $100 this 
fiscal year, which began April 1, said 
Kent Krautstrunk, park district direc- 
tor. 


The park district expects to receive 


enough revenues from the new tax 
rate and membership, program and 
facility use fees to finance the new 
budget.

Des Plaines last March lost a battle 


before the Illinois Supreme Court in 
its suit that the MSD should be re- 
quired to follow strict local health or- 
dinances. The high court ruled that 
the city has no authority to regulate 
regional agencies. 


In addition to the lawsuits, the city 


is awaiting a ruling on a complaint it 
filed before the Illinois Pollution Con- 
trol Board. The city has asked the 
agency to require the MSD to meet 
state environmental standards in con- 
struction of the sewage treatment 
plant.

The Arlington Heights police will 


ride shotgun on money shipments for 
Arlington Park Race Track while ar- 
mored car drivers continue their 
strike against Brink's Inc. 


Uniformed and plainclothes police- 


men will_be used along with an ar- 
mored car driven by policemen to 
protect the track receipts in transit to 
«nd from banks. 


i Arlington Park handles more than 
$1 million a day in wagers and con- 
cession receipts. Tuesday's handle, 
the amount of money wagered on pa- 
rimutuel tickets, was almost $1.4 mil- 
lion. During the three-day Memorial 
Day weekend, more than $5.3 million 
was bet at the track. 


THE GUARD agreement between 


the track and the village was worked 
out Tuesday when negotiations be- 
tween Brink's and Purolator Security 
Inc., and armored car drivers and 
vault personnel broke down. 


"We have made arrangements with 


the race track and necessary safety 
precautions have been made to make 
sure the money gets to the bank," 
said Capt. Paul Buckholz, deputy po- 
lice chief. 


While declining to give details of the 


police plans, Buckholz said "sufficient 
numbers of policemen will be guard- 
ing the money."

Pikarsky asks of press

M i l t o n Pikarsky, the Regional 


Transportation Authority's embattled 
chairman, went courting Wednesday 
to win editorial support from the sub- 
urban-press. 


At a luncheon at the Chicago Yacht 


Club, Pikarsky said he needs the sub- 
urban press "to get the facts before 
the people" in his battle with the four 
suburban RTA directors. 


The suburban directors are D. Dan- 


iel Baldino, Evanston; Gene Leonard, 
Oak Forest; Jerry Boose, St. Charles, 
and Richard Newland, Waukegan. 


The four suburban directors have 


threatened to block passage of the 
1976-77 budget unless Pikarsky re- 
signs his $72,500 a year post. They 
charge Pikarsky is an inept adminis- 
trator. 


"I PLAN TO GO public, as I am 


now," Pikarsky said when asked how 
he intends to get the budget approved 
over the objections of the four direc- 
tors. "The question is-the integrity of 
the system. I think public pressure 
will come to bear." 


Pikarsky said if the budget is not 


approved by June 30, there will be ei- 
ther an increase in transit fares, a de- 
crease in service or no service at all. 


Suburban directors, who plan to 


present a bill of particulars against 
Pikarsky this morning, say they will 
approve subsidies to individual car- 
riers if necessary but will not approve 
a budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The luncheon, paid for by Pikarsky, 


was the chairman's first effort to woo 
the press and the public.

First-ballot nomination seen for Carter

The frequently fragmented Demo- 


cratic Party emerged Wednesday 
with an apparent first-ballot presiden- 
tial nominee as ex-Georgia Gov. Jim- 
my Carter parlayed his 1,122 dele- 
gates and hundreds more controlled by 
Mayor Richard Daley, Gov. George 
Wallace and U.S. Sen. Henry Jackson. 


The chances for an open convention 


faded as major party leaders flocked 
to Carter after an impressive primary 
win in Ohio. 


Carter told supporters and the news 


media that the backing of the three 
powerful Democrats will ensure a 
first-ballot win. Daley, Wallace and 
J a c k s o n either control or have 
pledged to them a total of 502 dele- 
gates which, when combined with 
Carter's supporters, put the Georgian 
well over the 1,505 needed for nomi- 
nation. 


CARTER ALSO continued to insist 


that he has made no secret deals with 
anyone to get the added support. 


Daley greeted reporters on his way 


to work in city hall with the procla- 
mation that "Ohio was the ball 


game." 


Daley also said he would personally 


vote for Carter in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in July. At almost 
the same time, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I1L, released all 86 dele- 
gates pledged to him, but effectively 
controled by Daley. 


Frank Sullivan, Daley's press aide, 


said the mayor also believes that a 
Carter-Stevenson ticket would be a 
great combination. 


"IT WOULD MAKE a great ticket, 


C a r t e r and Stevenson. Everyone 
knows the name of Stevenson. He has 
identification all over the country, ev- 
eryone knows the fine record of our 
senator. Joining up with a Midwester- 
ner would make a great ticket," Da- 
ley said. 


Stevenson said he would not endorse 


a candidate until the convention, but 
noted that he "could enthusiastically 
support Carter for president." 


"Gov.' Carter has waged a vigorous 


campaign," Stevenson said. He de- 
clined to comment on his chances of 
being named vice president. 
. "The vim- presidential nominee 


should be selected-by the presidential 
candidate and the convention. This is 
not an office that one should seek," he 
added. 


DALEY'S AND Stevenson's state- 


ments, joined the endorsement made 
by Gov. Daniel Walker last month. 
Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett, who 
beat Walker in a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in March, also added his 
endorsement for Carter, Wednesday. 


Top Carter advisers have told The 


Herald Democratic unity in Illinois is 
essential to carrying the state in the 
November general election. 


Carter- and Daley have conferred 


repeatedly after various state pri- 
maries. Carter won the Illinois prima- 
ry convincingly and since then he has 
attempted to win over some of the 
Stevenson and uncommitted dele- 
gates. Two delegates pledged to Walk- 
er announced they would support Car- 
ter at the convention. 


With the announcements from Da- 


ley and Wallace, who said he was 
backing Carter because he was the 
choice of the people,, the Georgian 
climbed closer to the nomination. 


Besides the formal endorsements, 


Carter also got a pledge of support 
from U.S. Sen. 
Henry Jackson, 


D-Wash., who was beaten by Carter in 
several early primaries. Jackson said 
he can support Carter. 


THE ONLY OTHER active Demo- 


cratic presidential candidates, U.S. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., U.S. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Cali- 
fornia Gov. Edmund Brown, all have 
declined to join in Wallace support 
for Carter. 


U.S. Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn., frequently mentioned as a 
possible Democratic presidential can- 
didate, said he would make no effort 
to take the nomination away from 
Carter. 


Humphrey stopped short of endors-

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Retention basin 
to be built larger 
to handle runoff 


The 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board has agreed to build the second 
Wllke-Klrchoff retention basin larger 
than originally planned to handle ex- 
tra runoff expected from an area im- 
mediately east of the retention area. 


The enlargements to the second ba- 


sin will add approximately $300,000 to 
the $8 million project at WilJce and 
Klrchoff roads. 


The recommendation 
by Stanley 


Consultants, Chicago, to make the 
proposed basin larger was approved 
by a 6-3 vote. 


Trustees Robert Miller and O.V. An- 


derson and Village Pres. James T. 
Ryan opposed the extra expenditure. 


The extra-large basin Is needed to 


handle the additional run-off antici- 
pated from 115 acres east of the reten- 
tion area once it is developed, said 
Kenneth Jacobs of Stanley 
Con- 


sultants. 


TO BUILD the basin as originally 


planned and postpone enlarging it un- 
til the need is proven later would in- 
crease the improvement costs by 
$600,000, Jacobs said. 


The new basin also will be deeper 


than the existing basin and therefore 
will reduce the amount of ground wa- 
ter coming from the east, which now 
causes soggy conditions on the park 
district Softball fields, Trustee Frank 
Palmatier said. 


Miller expressed the strongest ob- 


jections against the extra $300,000 ex-' 
penditure. saying the enlargement 
should not be made just because the 
village has adopted more stringent 
flood control design rules. 


"I WOULD LIKE to see as great a 


safety factor as possible, but I have to 
wonder if the first basin is no longer 
considered 
sufficient 
because 
we 


changed our standards." Miller said. 


"But did (basin) No. 1 ever over- 


flow? We're not really sure how much 
it can take," he said.
